kind of inguisition into the religious opinions 
of emigrants. It is scarcely conceivable that 
legislation should go to this length, yet such 
measures would alone be efficacious. What- 
ever may be done by Congress, the British Par- 
liament would never give the Executive power 
to interfere with Mormon emigrants. When 
the suggestions of the United States are before 
us in detall they may modify the impression 
produced by the telegram. At present we see 
many difficulties, and the owuers ofetrans-At- 
lantic lines may suggest others. Their obliga- 
tions as public carriers may constrain them to

FOREIGN GRAIN TRADE. 
WEEKLY REVIEW. 

Lowpon, Aug. 12.—The Mark Lane Express, 
in its weekly review of the British grain trade, 
says: There have been some intervals of sun- 
shine during the past week which has been 
beneficial to the growing crops and hay-making. 
Cold nights, however, militated much against 
the ripening of the cereals, and it is ouly in the 
south that wat is beginning to change color. 
Even under the most lavorable conditions, it is 
improbable that any home-grown wheat will be 
seen in Mark Lane beiore the first week in Sep- 
tember. In 1878 the first sample appeared in 
Mark Lane on the IIith of August. Some of 
the hay crop has been secured, but in many in- 
stances in a very unfit state.“ 

The condition of the root crops is 

VERY VARIABLE. 
Potatoes appear to be thriving fairly in Scot- 
land and Ireland, and the consumption of maize 
in Ireland has consequentiy decreased. In the 
midland counties of England disease has ap- 
peared, and the condition of the potato crop is 
deplorable. 

In short, the improvement of$the agricultural 
situation is very slight, and the harvest cannot 
be otherwise than deficient. Very t little English 
wheat was oiferea during the week eicher at 
Mark Lane or at the county exchanges. Busi- 
ness has been to a great extent of a holiday 
character, but in most instances sellers had no 
difficulty in obtalning last week’s prices. 

Imports of foreign wheat continue on a lid- 
erai scale, and in consequence of the recent im- 
provement in the weather business ruled quiet, 
but steady, without any material alteration in 
prices. A further advance, bowever, is by no 
means improbable, as the recurrence of rain- 
storms might render the English crop a total 
failure.

THE WEATHER WILL GOVERN THE MARKET. 

Even in the face of large summer suppties,

MISCELLANEOUS FOREIGN NEWS, 

Paris, July 27.—Dr. Moesta, the geologist, 
bas discovered the remains of an ®ak forest at a 
depth of seven feet or eignt feet, near Roten- 
burg. The number of well-preserved trunks is 
enormous; one of them is eighteen metres long 
and one metre and a half in diameter. This bog 
oak will be used for carving. 

Madame de Sampigpy, a Frenchwoman, has 
been shot in Brussels, while ascending the stair- 
case of her lodgings, by her, husband, who im- 
mediately gave himself up to the police, stating 
that she had deserted him and their foug chil- 
dren to live with theircoachman. The wife was 
mortally wounded by two of the four balls fired 
at her. She begged that her husband might be 
let alone; and it seems that she bad hired a 
separate lodging for the coachman, whom she 
represented as her cousin, and who arrived two 
days before the tragedy. Both busband and 
wife belong to good families in France. 

The Kremlin at Moscow was set on fire in 
broad daylight on the 19th, a wooden staircase 
having been saturated with petroleum. in five 
hours the flames were extinguished, but the 
damage is considerable. bed flags were dis- 
played on the church-towers, the tocsin was 
sounded, and the whole population hurried to 
the rescue; but the palace was only saved by 
great exeriions. 

A subterranean telegraph wire has just been 
laid down between Hamburg and Bremen, and 
Oldenburg and Emden, with branch lines to 
Bremerhaven and Wilbeimsbaven. 

A pistoi-ddel between an officer and a stu- 
deut is reported from Wuersbarg. The ball 
passed through the aodomen of the latter, who 
is not expected to recover from the wound. 

The floods have done great damage to the 
crops ju Belgium. One account says: Be- 
tween Brussels ana Malines most of the fields 
are under water, and at Vilvorde even the roads 
are flooded, and the water stands at two feet or 
three feet in depth. Ihe Senne bas broken 
through thirty metres of its embankment, and 
the Vailey of the Senne above Brussels is like a 
lake. The Scheldt has likewise overflowed its 
banks, and is carrying off the hay on the mead- 
ows. 

RUSSIA THREATENS TURKEY. 

Vienna, July 27.—The remarks in-the Agence 
Jtusse threatening Turkey with dismemberment 
in the event of her daring to occupy Eastern 
Roumelia with her troops have not failed to 
cause a certain amount of sensation, the more 
so as this threat deals with the possibility that 
this occupation might immediately follow the 
Russiau evacuation. Although the Government 
ot Constantinople relies upon Article 16 of the 
Treaty of Bertin, which prorides that the Wovy- 
ernor of Roumelia shall possess the right to call 
in Turkish troops and that the Porte should 
commubicate tbis decision to the diplomatic 
representatives at Constantiuople, it must al- 
ways be admitted that by the proiongation 
of powers the m wap sep 
charged to make use of this w it 
deemed such a step necessary, provided a de- 
cision to that effect was unanimously adopted. 
Accordwg to iniormation derived from the best 
source, DO importance is attached in the circles 
of the Austro-liupgarian Government to the 
above statement. ‘ihe Iuternational Commis- 
sion will, it is thought, soon terminate its 
labors, and it is not at all likely that in the 
short time that still remains to it there will be 
any necessity for dealing with the question of 
summoning the aid ot a Turkish force. It is, 
however, remarkable that at the moment when 
the Sultan has accepted the programme of 
Khaireddin Pasha, and when the influence of 
Enogiand at Stamboul has regained its ascenden- 
cy, Russia should nave published such a declara- 
tion of policy. 

LETTER FROM GEN. GRANT. 
San Francisco Alia, Aug. 3. 

We give the followmg extracts from a private 
letter ot Gen. Grant to a personal friend in our 
city. It was written under date of Tokio, Japan, 
July 16: 

We expect to sail on the City of Tokio, which is 
to leave here fur San Francisco on the 27th of 
August, We have now been in Japan nearly a 
month. the guests of the nation, and have received 
the most unoounded hospitaiities, Our first stop 
in the country was at Nagasaki, where 
we remained a week. It wos a continu- 
ous ovation while we remained. From 
Nagasaki we came up througn the Inland 
Sea to Yokohama, achoring at night, 80 as to 
lose no part of the scenery. It is grand beyond 
descripnon, and strongly in contrast with what we 
had leit in China. In Japan, toe country is moun- 
tainous, and green and fresh to the summit of the 
bighest hills. In China, so far as the foreigner 
usually sees it, it is a flat, desert-looking dust or 
mua plain, --depending upon whether it is the dry 
or rainy season,— without any.hing to relieve tae 
eye. The scenery up tarougb tue Inland Sea is 
very grand, and we got as good a view of it aa is 
possiole from the deck of a steamer, but. we did not 
land anywhere. The cholera had broken out a few 
days before our arrival all along tue borders of 
the sea, and was carrying off the peopie by hun- 
creds. . . . WhatlesidatPenaeg about the 
Chinese question was without previous thought or 
preparation. ivad no idea what the adoress to 
me was to be until it was. readin the presence of 
an assembiy. Tue response bad to be spontaneous, 
and now | see nothing in particular to aiter or take 
back.

THE INCENDIARIES AGAIN AT WORK. 

A class of people who, for selfish pur- 
poses, are willing to subject the City of Chi- 
cago to constant danger from a general con- 
flagration like that of 1871, are again at 
work, through their agents in the Common 
Council, to secure either a radical modifica- 
tion of the present fire-limits, or such an ex- 
ception under the name of sheds as will de- 
feat the aim and scope of the flre-ordinance. 
This scheme comes up in some shape or 
other every few months, to pester the honest 
and prudent members of the Council, and to 
menace the business men and property- 
owners of the city. The very suggestion of 
a departure from the rigid exclusion of fire- 
traps from the eritire territory bounded by 
the city limits—a rule which it required the 
experience of two disastrous fires to estab- 
lish—is sufficient to create alarm among all 
men who have property interests at stake, 
and to furnish a pretext for increasing the 
rates of insurance and otherwise disturbing 
business. The Aldermen who agitate these 
changes are public enemies, and it is a pity 
that they cannot be reached by indictment 
for conspiring against the public welfare. 

At the last meeting of the Council, one of 
the Bridge Aldermen introduced an or- 
dinance which completely revises the exist- 
ing fire-limits, and exeepts from the pro- 
hibition against erecting frame structures a 
large strip of territory in each division of the 
city. The districts which it is thus proposed 
to open up to the occupation of fire-traps lie 
at the west, and one of them at the south- 
west, of those portions of the city where the 
most valuable property is located, and it is 
from the west and southwest that the pre- 
vailing winds of this region sweep across the 
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sity. Hence the districts selected for exemp- 
| tion from the operation of the present fire- 
restrictions are those in which the ordinance 
should be most rigidly enforced. The city 
is already in sufficient danger from the pres- 
ence of a large number of frame houses, set 
upon wooden posts, in these very districts, 
and the effect of further exemption would be 
to increase the existing danger indefinitely. 
All people who do not believe that 
another general conflagration would be a 
blessing to Chicago, as was suggested 
by one or two lunatics who put in an ap- 


| pearance before Wricnr’s Congressional 


Committee, must feel that any new license 
for the erection of wooden houses in the 
western aud southwestern portions of the 
city will be a constant menace to the public 
welfare, and, if ever agreed to, will seriously 
impair the growth and business enterprise 
of Chicago. There is no condition among 
the inhabitants of tbese districts which de- 
mands thatan exception be made in their 


of the present fire-ordinance, while all the 
interests of the city would be damaged by 
the proposed exception. 

The proposition to amend the building 
ordinance so as to allow the ereetion of sheds 
eighteen feet high anywhere within the 
city limits is scarcely less incendiary than 
the general design of changing the 
fire-limits. he extension to everybody 
of the vilege to build so-called 
sheds eighteen feet high would be 
tantamount to a universal license for 
the construction of ‘two-story shanties 
that might be used for residences, or barns, 
or shops of every description. The afore- 
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intendent of Buildings who will not tolerate 
them. 


It is the duty of the responsible element in 
the Council to take a decided stand against 
every proposition to amend the.fire-limits, or 
to grant any exemptions from the require- 
ments of the ordinanes as it now stands. 
11 is only the general conviction that 
a majority of the Council is uncom- 
promising'y ‘hostile to all the incendiary 
projects which will allay the popular alarm 
at the suggestion of u change in the terms of 
the present law. It ia not safe to make the 
slightest concession to the men who are 
clam6ring for the privilege of erecting wood- 
en buildings of any size or shape, for they 
would be certain to abuse it. There is also 
a necessity for stricter supervision on tha 
part of the Bureau over which Mr. KnXL A 
presides, and the surest way to secure this 
would be to find a new Superintendent.

“RESPONSIBLE GOVERNMENTS.” 

The Worth American Review for August- 
contains an article on the dissolution of Par- 
liaments which is of interest because of the 
way in which the writer states the distinc- 
tions between the English and the American 
Constitutions. The author is Mr. Epwaap 
A. Freeman, an English historical writer of 
much prominence. , 

“The English Parliament has a legal exist - 
ence which may not exceed seven years, 
The present Parliament was elected in 1874, 
and will legally expire in 1881, but such a 
thing as the dissolation of Parliament by the 
expiration of its term haz never occurred, 
nor is it likely ever to occur. Parliament is 
always brought to a close by dissolution, 
and the act of dissolution is always the act 
of the King or Queen, acting by the advice 
of the Ministers. Custom haslessened the time 
of a Parliament to not exceeding six years. 
The effect of a dissolution is to end the 
existence of the two Houses as a Parliament, 
While all the members of the House of Com- 
mons cease to be members, and may or may 


not be re-elected, a portion of the House of 


Lords, who are élected, also cease to be 
members, The great body of the Lords, 
however, are hereditary legislators, and are 
entitled to seats in the new Parliament; 
nevertheless they will not sit by continuous 
succession from the previous Parliament, 
but by wholly fresh ceremonies of admission. 
They will sit by virtue of a fresh summons 
from the Crown and of a fresh oath taken at 
the beginning of the next Parliament. The 
House of Lords, as a body capable of meet- 
ing and acting, perishes just as much as the 
Commons by the dissolution of one Parlia- 
ment, and comés to life again only by the 
meeting of the next. 

The power of dissolution is the power of 
putting an end to the being of both Houses 
of Parliament before the time fixed when 
they would come to an end by the operation 
of law. Mr. Freeman points ont that this 
power is by no means necessarily involved in 
the action of the executive branch of the 
Government. The President of the United 
States is vested with many of the powers of 
Kingship, but the specially Kingly power of 
putting an end to the existence of the Na- 
tional Legislature is not one of them. The 
Executive of Switzerland has no such power, 
nor could it be exercised there. The Presi- 
dent of the Federal Council has no Kingly 
powers, nor any powers apart from those of 
the Council of which he is the Chairman. 
By the present French Constitution the power 
of dissolution of the Assembly is vested in 
the President, to be exercised only by the 
consent of the Senate. In England the 
power exists without restriction ; in France 
with restrictions; in Switzerland it eanno 
exist; and in the United States does 
not exist at all. Ia accounting for 
these differences, the writer refers to 
the compatatively brief terms of the 
American Congress two years, and of the 
Swiss Assembly three years, and to the pos- 
sible prudence, where the term is possibly 
seven years, of having the power somewhere 
in case of need. This, however, is not the 
origin of the difference. The English King 
had the power when the lifetime of Parlia- 
ment was only three years. He finds the 
cause in the different natures of the Govern- 
ments. 

The King’s power of dissolving Parliament 
is part of the theory of the Kingly office. 
The lawyers’ theory looks en the King as 
the root and centre of everything; he is the 
one fountain from which all power, all honor, 
even all property, is held to flow. Lawyers 
read history backward; they commonly mis- 
take cause for effect, and the effect for the 
cause. The King gradually became all that 
the lawyers say that he is, and he remains 
all that the lawyers say that he is. But he 
became so merely because the lawyers chose 
to say that he was so, not because he had 
either been so from the beginning or had 
become so from any formal enactment. 
From the lawyers’ theory of the Kingly power 
it follows that the Parliament is the King’s 
Parliament, as the army is the King’s army, 
as the courts of law are the King’s courts. 
The Parliament is hirtorically so called be- 
cause it came together to talk, to parley, 
with the King. The Speaker is so called 
because he was the great instrument of such 
talk or parley,—the mouthpiece through 
which the Commons spoke to the King. In 
the lawyers’ theory, Parliament is an assem- 
bly which derives its power to talk or to do 
anything else wholly from the King’s grant. 
In this theory, as Parliament is called into 
being by the King’s writ, he who called it 
into being can at any moment put an end to 
its being. 

No such theory as this could ever grow up 
in the case of a Republican Executive. It is 
not a mere question of power. The Presi- 
dent may have a narrower range of power 
than a King, and yet have a freer exercise 
within that range. The President may be 
more powerful than the King and less pow- 
erful than a King’s Minister. The King has 
an unfettered power of veto, but it is never 
exercised. No such power exists in Switzer- 
land. In America the President has a 
conditional power, which is freely exercised. 
No matter how enlarged the term of the 
President, nor how magnified his powers 
might be, no one would assert that the other 
powers of the State were drawn from him.

dissolve a friendly Parliament near its close, 
hoping by its re-election to perpetuate its 
existence for a longer term. In the United 
States the Executive and Congress act inde- 


| pendently. He cannot dissolve Congress; 


Congress cannot depose him. Neither 
power called the other into being; therefore 
neither can put an end to the being of the 
other. In England the Ministry and the 
Commons are armed with the powers of mu- 
tual destruction; each acts but in the name 
of the King, from whom both derive their 
power. The power of dissolution is an es- 
sentially Royal power,—one which naturally

Parliament may be dissolved for various rea- 


Republican Executive. 

In France the Executive has the power of 
dissolution with the consent of the Senate,—a 
wise restriction foolishly borrowed in this 
case from the American Constitution. The 
French President is restricted in the way 
that the powers of, constitutional King are 
restricted, In every constitutional Kingdom 
the Ministry are members of Parliament, and 
it is the Parliament which indirectly removes 
them. They are a Parliamentary Ministry, 
while in America ths Ministry is extra- 
Parliamentary. Ti.e late French President 
was charged with upsetting the safeguards 
of Parliamentary freedom by adopting a sys- 
tem which was the same as that established 
in America as being in itself the chief of 
those safeguards. The American system is 
strictly Republican. The relations of Presi- 
dent and Congress follow naturally from the 
Constitution that the Executive power 
should be vested in one man, and notin a 
Council, and that that single man should be 
not a King, but a magistrate, elective, ter- 
minable, and. responsible. One of the ecn- 
sequences is that that magistrate is not 
clothed with the power of dissolution. In 
France all that has been done is to exchange 
the hereditary King for a King chosen for a 
term of years. The relations of the French 
President. to the Assembly are far more like 
those of a constitutional King than they are 
like thoss of an American President. 

Mr. Farrman sums up the case by saying 
that The President cannot dissolve Con- 
~ ap because it is not his Congress. The 

ing can dissolve Parliament, because it is 
bis Parliament.” It will be seen, therefore, 
from this analysis of the power to dissolve 
Parliament, which is part of the theory of 
all constitutional Kingly Governments, that 
the plan of a responsible Ministry, sitting in 
Congress, as has been frequently proposed, 
is wholly inconsistent with a Republican 
Government. It would not fit into our Con- 
stitution; it would destroy the whole consti- 
tutional theory of the Executive; it would 
destroy the independence of Executive and 
Legislature, and end, as in France, with a 
King elected for a term of years under the 
title of a President. 


A THIEF’S SWINDLE. 

The phrase diamond cut diamond 
fails to express the sharpness and dexterity 
of the financial operation performed in this 
city, a few days ago, of which Lzsszr Frarep- 
BERG was the victim. To understand the 
case, and to appreciate the magnitude and 
brilliancy of the transaction, it is necessary 
to explain who Lesser Ferepzenc is. 

Lesser Farepsera is a German, a so-called 
} Jew; athief by habit, instinct, and long 
practice; a man to whom honesty isa fable, 
and scoundrelism a natural gift. He has 
been a pawnbroker by license; he issnow 
a pawnbroker without license; at all times 
areceiver of stolen property ; the instigator 
of robbery and burglary; the employer of 
thieves and burglars, he, in at least one well- 
established case, was the inspirer of the 
assassination of an officer. We do not ex- 
aggerate the character of Lesser F'rieppenra, 
and, while we repeat only what is notorious 
to the police, the Public Prosecutor, and the 
courts, Lesser Frrepserc walks the streets 
of Chicago openly, fearlessly, defiantly. 
Just now he is besieging the courts for 
justice—the prosecution of a thief. 

With this portrait of the man—a portrait 
in which the colors are all too partial and 
roseate—the reader will understand better 
the wonderful story that makes Frreppurc 
a plaintiff in a court of justice, invoking 
the protection which the Constitution pro- 
vides for life, liberty, and property.” 
Lesser Frreppera, assisted by his wife and 
various others, runs a pawnshop, otherwise 
a fence ; he bas a widespread reputation and 
does a large business. Last week a thief casu- 
ally informed him that certain of the fraternity 
were in the city, having in their possession 
a brick; that this brick was the result of 
the melting down of vast quantities of gold 
watch-cases, rings, chains, plate, and other 
plunder, the result of large business done 
by the owners; that the hdélders had diffi- 
culty in disposing of it because of their 
inability to explain how they obtained the 
precious metal. Frrepprre at once tum- 
bled” to the job, He wanted to know the 
parties, but his informant’s good faith” 
forbid any disclosures until Fxrrep- 
pena paid him $200 cash to be 
put in communication with the pos- 
sessors of the brick. As soon as this was 
done he opened negotiations for the pur- 
chase of the gold. The nature of the nego- 
tiations can be imagined and they need not 
be stated. On tle one hand the sellers were 
confessed thieves offering for sale the con- 
centrated proceeds of several robberies; the 
purchaser was an avowed receiver of stolen 
goods, buying from professed thieves. The 
brick weighed about 300 ounces, and was 
worth as bullion in round figures $6,500. 
The sellers wanted $5,000 ; the buyer offered 
$2,000. Finally, the contract was made, 
and the brick was to be transferred for 
$2,800. 

 Frreps ere proposed that the examination, 
testing, weighing, and transfer take place at 
his shop, but his customers declined taking 
any risk of having Frarepsene grabbing the 
gold and shouting for the police. They 
appointed another place, and established a 
private gold-room in a North-Side hotel, 
and there Frrpsere, provided with acids and 
borers and other means of testing the purity 
of the metal, met his friends. 

Fareppera, like all of his trade, had all 
the appliances for such business. He had 
his bottle of acid freshly filled; he had his 
augur brightened for the occasion, These 
he placed on the table, The owners of the 
brick had also their bottle of acid; they, in 
fact, had two bottles, one of which was pure 
water, and, strange to say, these bottles ex- 
actly corresponded with those of Fxrep- 
BERG as to size, color, and label. Fargp- 
BERG opened his bottle and poured of its 
contents on the brick, and the pure gold re- 
mained untarnished; he then applied the 
augur, and from the interior drew forth the 
glistening metal, on which he poured the 
acid, and these retained their purity. The 
test was repeated over and over, and the 
solid brick responded pure gold” every 
time. Thinking there might be a trick in 
the augur, the acid was applied to that, and 
the baseness of the metal was instantly 
visible. Fampnnd asked no more, The 
brick was packed up, the $2,800 was paid 
over in greenbacks, and the gold-room 
closed. It is unnecessary to say that the 
bottle of water had been substituted for 
Friepsrre’s bottle of acid, and was used in 
all the tests except that on the augur, when 
the acid was really used. Fartepsenc had 
sold $2,800 of 4 per cont bonds to get the 
curreney, and went‘ home exulting over the 
operation which gave him $6,500 of gold in 
retura. Fortwenty-four hours he was happy, 
when, from that force of habit which in- 
duces the miser to count over and over his 


ry of witnessing again ‘how his acid would 
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reveal the purity ‘of. the gold, He applied | 


the test, and to his borror discovered that 
the brick was brass! ; 

Frrepsera in his rage has appealed to the 
law. He who never was guilty of an honest 
act; who never on oath or otherwise told the 
truth; whose life has been a school for the 
promotion of crime; who has seduced and 
betrayed the old and the young of both sexes 
into crime; whose hand is red with the blood 
of a faithful officer assassinated by thieves 
hired by him for crime,—this wretch stands 
before the courts asking for the capture and 
conviction of those who swindled him, while 
he believed he was swindling them. 

Of course no one can excuse the dishonest 
perpetrators of this dishonest trick. If cap- 
tured and convicted they should be punished, 
but that officer of the law, be he policeman, 
magistrate, prosecutor, Court, or juror who 
by word or act aids or assists in the prosecu- 
tion of this crime other than to punish the 
guilty, and who lends official aid to enable 
this hoary-headed villain to use the criminal 
law to recover his lost money, that officer 
should be regarded as an accomplice of the 
greatest criminal that has ever found safe 
harbor in this city. This man who is now 
haunting the courts of justice to enforce the 
return of his money is known as the Lesser 
Funn; the success of this brick business 
indicates that there is a Greater Farzpsenc. 
So far as the community can sympathize 
with a criminal, the wish that Farepperc’s 
loss may never be recovered by him is proba- 
bly more general, if not universal, than 
strict morality can justify. 


A NEW OFFICIAL BRIGADE. 

A writer in Tae Tuo recently urged 
that the persons who are known as “ cadet 
teachers” in the public schools should be 
paid for their services. Who are these 
cadets? If we understand the business, all 
graduates of the normal class are entitled to 
certificates of qualification as teacher, and 
all other persons whose examination fur- 
nishes evidence of proper qualification are 
also given a certificaté of like character. 
The persons who have these certificates 
greatly outnumber the vacancies in the list 
of teachers, but they are all presumably 
applicants for appointment. The practice 
has been, we believe, for years that when- 
ever a teacher was too ill to attend, or was 
for any cause compelled to be absent from 
her school, to notify the Superintendent, 
who assigned one of these applicants to 
serve in place of the absent teacher, the 
service covering one, two, or three 
days, or perhaps a week. This serv- 
ice was sought by the candidates. It 
gave them experience, and possibly, if their 
service was commendable, it might be an ad- 
ditional reason for their appointment. Per- 
haps this employment of these candidates 
has been enlarged, for the writer speaks of 
them as employed for months at a time, and 
indicates that they are a numerous body. 
How are they employed? Are they sent out 
to the various schools to assist the teachers ? 
Are they allowed to serve month after month, 
relieving the paid teechers, doing their work, 
keeping their records, and generally per- 
forming the duty belonging to teachers? 
The schools are at all times superintended to 
excess. The cost of superintendence has 
always been a grievous one, The police 
force for the government of children, nine- 
tenths of whom are not more advanced than 
an ability to read the simplest lesson, has al- 
ways been numerous and costly. Is it pos- 
sible that, in addition to this, there is 
another large force now employed to do the 
teaching for the teachers, the teachers be- 
coming superintendents of the cadets ? 

Another correspondent points out that, of 
this army of cadets serving in the schools, 
there is a list made out at headquarters from 
which list appointments are made, but this 
list is not made up of those who have shown 
proficiency and qualification, and had 
long and faithful service; but that it re- 
quires influence to have a name put on 
such lists, one lady owing her place on the 
list to an application signed by no less than 
nineteen Aldermen. The number is sig- 
nificant. If the selections for appointments 
are made, as stated, through political, social, 
or other influence, and not because of any 
fitness and capacity shown while serving as 
a cadet, then those who are thus serving as 
cadets are victims of fraud. One cor- 
respondent urges that these cadets be paid 
for their services; the other objects. Un- 
less the services of cadets ag assistants are 
necessary to enable the teachers to perform 
their duty, then they should not be paid; 
if the cadets are able to perform the work 
of the teachers without assistants, then it 
would be economy to employ them in place 
of the teachers. That is all that is necessary 
to be said on that point. If it be true that 
teachers owe their appointment to political 
and social influences and not to qualifica- 
tions, then the abuse is disgraceful to the 
Board of Education which permits it. 


Forty-three years ago EpMUND GALLEY was 
convicted of murder in England and sentenced 
to be hanged. His sentence was afterward 
commuted to transportation for life. His inno- 
cence has now been completely established, and 
Parliament has petitioned for his pardon. This 
result is largely due to the personal efforts of 
Lord Chief-Justice CocKBURN, who was a young 
attorney at the Assizes when GALLEY was con- 
victed. COCKBURN was conviuced at the time 
of the innocence of the prisoner. He has made 
several efforts to secure a pardon, but until 
now unsuccessfully. Au odd feature of the de- 
bate in Parliament was the opposition of Mr. 
Lows, the former Home Secretary, and Mr. 
Cross, who now holds that office, to the grant- 
ing of aparion. Both had refused the abolica- 
tion in the regular discharge of their duties. 
They said in Parliament that, even if Garier 
were innocent, it would be unadvisable to 
pardon bim, because the reversal of a 
rendered 80 many years ago 
would “destroy the continuity of ad- 
ministration.” As if “the continuity of 
administration” were. more important than 
the liberty and rigitts of an Englishman! 
Parliament did not take this low view of Eo- 
glish justice, but passed the petition by an over- 
whelming majority. It is a remarkabie fact 
that Gall was convicted in the barbarous 
days when counsel for prisoner were not per- 
mitted to address the jury. This infamous rule 
was abolished many years ago, principally 
through the efforts of Matragw DavenPort 
Hr. It would be impossible now to convict 
anyhody on the evidence that sent GaLLEY 
across the seas, and nearly brought him to a 


worse fate.

COOL BURGESS’ TROUBLES. 
New York Herald, Aug. 9. 

Coel Burgess, the minstrel, arrived bere 
Thursday morning from the scene of bis late 
shooting escapade in Toronto, Ontario. To a 
Herald reporter last evening he said he had 


Toronto that if be was wanted for the shooting 
of Widgery he could be found in New York. 
Speaking of his domestic troubles, he said: 
„ Widgery came to my house four years ago, 
and then began the intimacy between bim and 
my wife. About a year ago 1 noticed that my 
wife was going to his fruit store dn Yonge 
street, Toronto, very frequently, and I also 
learned that she had beey out riding with him, 
and that r been seen drinking together. 
I then drove her out of the house. She put my 
property into a Court of Chancery, and my law- 
yer said 1 had a hopeless case. I had no evi- 
dence of guilt against ber, and I was compelled 
to deed her two houses in Toronto, with the 
understanding that they could not be sold with- 
out mv consent. We went to Europe to 
let the scandal die out, but before 
six weeks passed she wished to return. 
We staid ten weeks, and arrived ino 
New York on the last day of December, 1878. 
We went to Toronto, and while there her 
mother, Mrs. W. Taylor, told me she found a 
letter in my wife’s trunk criminating ber. 
Shortly afterward my wife went down on her 
knees and confessed her intimacy with Widgery. 
She said I could do as 1 liked with ber if I 
would only allow herto keep the children. I 
did let her have them. The letter which my 
wife’s mother says she found in her trunk from 
Widgery styled her My daring wife.’ I 
found that Widgery was again writing to my 
wife, and I saw two letters that he sent her in 
May. I did not move in the matter then, but 
on Monday last I received a telegram from 
Toronto that my mother was dying, and deter- 
mined to go see her. I bought a revolver and 
toid my wife that if I met Widgery I would 
shoot him. I did meet bim in the Rising-Sun 
— and, as is well known, fired two shots at 

im. 

The wife of Cool Burgess was found in‘ ele- 

ntly-furnished apartments at No. 129 East 

wenty-seventh street yesterday afternoon. 
While narrating her troubles she repeatedly 
wiped the tears from her eyes. 
*The cause of all this trouble is my hus- 
band’s jealousy,”’ said Mrs. Burgess. After 
the first six months of our married life he be- 
gan to beat me. I bad taken an interest in his 
show and went on the road with him to save the 
expense of an extra lady. I took the cash, sold 
the tickets, paid the bills, and went behind the 
scenes in the last farce. But I gave that up 
after my first child died. This trouble that 
caused this shooting came about in a harmless 
way. There was nothing criminal in my action 
toward Mr. Widgery, but 1 have flirted with 
him. I told my husband of that when he 
showed me the anonymous note. He beat me 
then and he took to drinking, and what a life I 
had after that. So hard had my path in life be- 
come that I sought a separation from him. 
fore getting it he came around and ged me 
not to get it; he would treat me kindly, he 
said, it was then arranged that we should 
go to Europe. We went on the Nevada, 
of the Guion Line, and we had hardly got to sea 
before he became so drunk that he could not 
stand. Iwas taken to dinner by Capt. Bigby, 
and for this he beat me and pulled my hair out. 
On our passage over he repeatedly abused me. 
We had poor luck on the other side, and that 
made him more ill-tempered. On our return he 
would leave me for weeks ata time, and never 
has paid one cent to the support of this house 
or of the children. Ou the cortrary, I have had 
to give him money to pay bis hotel bills. When 
he came back here on [hursday and informed 
ine that he had shot Widgery, he knocked me 
about, pulled my hair out by the handful, and 
put the revolver to my head, saying he would 
shoot me. ‘Do as you please,’ I said; ‘I am 
sure my life is none of the pleasantest’; but he 
afterward went out, satisfied witn giving me a 
parting kick.

THE WITNESSES DO NOT APPEAR. 

Ald. Cullerton was the central figure in the 
Armory crowd at 2 o’clock yesterday afternoon, 
when, after Justice Wallace had disposed of 
one or two of the ordinary run, the Clerk sung 
out the name of the Sixth Ward’s representative 
in the Council.

MINOR MATTERS. 
CHARGED WITH FORGERY. 


John T. Norris, a detective from Springfield, 
O., was in Chicage-yesterday, accompanied by 
Mr. J. R. Rahn, which latter person is chargeg 


with forgery. The particulars of the case are as 
follows: For along time Rahn lived in Spring- 
field, and was engaged in the lace busi- 
ness. He had quite a large trade in 
many sections of the State of Ohio. Last 
spring he determined to go West, believing he 
could better his condition, and accordingly 
pulled up his stakes and went to Clinton, 
Ia. In settling bis accounts, he says, he bad 
to takea many acceptances. Many of 
these he had discounted by one C. M. Hubbard, 
a notebroker and tormer banker in Springfield. 
These acceptances covered a period of perhaps 
a year and a half. After Rabo left Springfield 
he kept up a correspondence with Hubbard re- 
garding the paper, more particularly for the 
reason that some of the acceptances had 
come back to Hubbard unpaid. This -was 
in May and June. In the last letter 
written by Hubbard, he stated that several of 
the parties giving the acceptances had claimed 
that they had paid their drafts, and he would, 
therefore, look to Rahn for a reimbursement. 
Rabo says he told Hubbard that he would look 
the matter up, aud, if he found that this was the 
ease, be would make it all right with him. Hub- 
bard made no answer, but got out a requisi- 
tion for Rahn on the charge of forgery. It ap- 
pears that one of the acceptances was given by a 
woman named Mra. E. Haner, of Plain Oy, O., 
and she claimed it to be forged. Norris. 
the detective, was secured and sent 
to Clinton for Rahn. Hubbard also 
went along. He claimed me $600 or $706. When 
he got to Clinton he had stalk with Rahn, and 
the latter said he would do what was right. As 
Hubbard had about $300 of collectable bills be- 
longing to Rahn, be was secured to that amount. 
This was deducted from the aggregate, and 
Hubbard was satisfied with $50 cash, $65 check, 
and about $300 in notes of thirty, sixty, and 
ninety days. ‘This, it was supposed, settied the 
matter, and Hubbard told Norris to let Rahn 
alone, and not take him back to Obio. 
The two then started East. When 
they got to Chicago, Hubbard expressed dissat- 
isfaction on accoant of the security of his notes, 
and told Norris to go back and get better secur- 
ity. If he couldn’t get it to take Bahn to Ohio. 
Norris went to Clinton and got his man, and 
was here yesterday en route to Springfield. 
Rahn says he proposes to find out by what 
authority such proceedings were instituted 
against bim; that is innocent, and will so prove 
himself. Hubbard, he says, bad himself con- 
ceded that the note was not forged. 
ROBBING A PEST-HOUSE.

The Trunk-Line People Object to 
Round Tickets. 


Another Cut in} Freight Rates--- 
Western Live-Stock War.

All Wall Street Excited Over the 
Lake Shore Rumors.

ROUND-TRIP TICKETS. 
Considerable dissatisfaction is manifested 
among railroad officials bere at the latest action 
of the Trunk Line Executive Committee re- 
garding the sale of round-trip tickets. The 
resolution of the trunk line managers pro- 


round-trip tickets of Western lines via the 
trunk lines, nor honor round-trip tickets 
issued by Western lines, nor orders for ex- 
cursion tickets or tickets at reduced rates. 

Ever since the railroad officials here received 
information of the above action they bave been 
reading the resolutions backwards and forwards 
time and again to discover whether the trunk 
lines themselves meant to discontinue the sale 
of round-trip tickets, but nothing of the kind 
ear be found in the resolution. The trunk lines 
are evidentiy actuated by the same mutives that 
Artemus Ward was when be offered to sacrifice 
ali his able-bodied relations for the good of his 


W eg, 

The Western roads have been selling three 
kinds of round-trip tickets. First, cheap round- 
trio tickets from interior points in the West to 
Niagara Falls and other Eastern summer re- 
sorts, for which no rates are provided. Second, 
reguiar round-trip tickets to tourists issued by 
the various railroad companies at the regujar 
established rates. Third, tickets to land-seek- 
ers from Eastern points to land-grant roads. 
The resolution does not state which of these 
three classes is abolished, or whether it is all of 
them. — simply say no round-trip tickets 
shall be sold by Western roads. It is hardly 
possible that this latest order of the trunk 
lines will be submitted to by the Western roads, 
especially as long as the trank lines them- 
selves continue to isgue such tickets. 
Before the trunk hod? attempt to re- 
form the Western roads they ought to reform 
themselves. The Western roads say there are 
instances where they must give reduced rates, 
and if stopped from doing it they will suffer 
great loss, though the trunk lines may be beo- 
efited by it. Before the trunk lines attempt 
to enforce such an order as the above they must 
themselves cease to issue round-trip tickets and 
pay com missions to outsiders ou the sale of tick- 
ets. This practice of the trunk lines has thus 
far defeated the attempts of the Western roads 
to reform the passenger-traflic, and done more 
than anything else to make the business of the 
scalpers profitable, 


WILL NOT MAINTAIN RATES, 

It is rumored that the freight-rates from 
Missouri-River points to the East are again 
being cut by the St. Louis, Kansas City & 
Northern and Wabash combination, and Com- 
missioner Fink is at work again trying to settle 
the difficulty. The same trouble is arising once 
a week, and every time the Trunk Line Executive 
Committee meets and instructs Commissioner 
Fink to issue one of his famed circulars that the 
rates must be maintained and that the trunk 
lines will give no business to the roads that vio- 
late the order. But thas far the Wabash, St. 
Louis, Kansas City & Northern, and all other 
roads controlled by Gould have shown the ut- 
most contempt for the action of the Trunk-Line 
Executive Committee and Commissioner Fink’s 
circulars, and whenever an opporturity offers 
they cut rates just as if no Trunk Line Kxecu- 
tive Committee and Commissioner Fink were in 
existence. And somehow or other the latter 
have not vet displayed sufficient backbone to 
enforce their action on Gould’s roads, altbough 
they enforce it on other roads quick enougn. 
Mr. Gould knows the weak poiot of the Trunk 
Line Executive Committee, and he takes advan- 
tage of it as often as he likes. If the present 
policy is pursued much longer and Mr. 
Gould’s roads are permitted to violate 
their agreements at will, another severe 
railroad war on east-bound business may be 
safely predicted in spite of the late pooling ar- 

ngements. It is believed by many that it is 

ould’s chief desire to keep the Eastern roads 
in trouble with each other, as he has vothing to 
gain from peace and pooling arrangements. 

e cannot carry on bis stock-eneculations half 
as well when all is peace and harmony as when 
everything is in turmoli and upside-down. The 
trunk line managers probably know this de- 
sire of Gould, and, in order to prevent a gen- 
erai collapse, they humor him all they can. 


CENTRAL AND LAKE SHORE. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

New York, Aug. 12.— Wall street is full of 
rumors regarding a lease of the Lake Sbore 
Road to the New York Central, and speculation 
in the stock of the former is accordingly very 
active. A few weeks ago Lake Shore stock sold 
in the seventies. Now it has advanced to over 
90. This large rise is accounted for by the 
various rumors, but nobody seems to know just 
what to believe. It is said there is to be a prac- 
tical merger of the two roads, resulting in Lake 
Shore stock becoming a6 per cent investment. 
Rumor has it that the Central is to lease the 
Lake Shore for 999 years and guarantee its 
stock. Again, it is said that $50,000,009 of Lake 
Shore stock is to be replaced by 6 per cent bonds 
guaranteed by the Central. Another rumor de- 
clares that a controlling interest in the Lake 
Shore is to be effected over the Central Road by 
Mr. Vanderbilt, who is to receive for it an 
amount equal to the cost of the stock thus 
transferred to the Central in 6 per cent bonds. 
It is also said a meeting of the Directors of 
the two Companies is to be held at Saratoga be- 
fore the week is out, to ratify whatever plan has 
been agreed upon. None of these statements is 
more than rumor, which cannot be traced to any 
source, but it seems the general impression that 
in some way Vanderbilt means to secure the re- 
lease of the large sum he has to keep up in 
Lake Shore in order to maintain its control in 
connection with the Central. Meanwhile the 
Lake Shore stock goes steadily up, and all Wall 
street is growing excited over it. 

THE WESTERN LIVE-STOCK WAR. 

Considerable anxiety is manifested among the 
Iowa pool lines lest the present war on live- 
stock rates between the Union Pacific and Burl- 
ington & Missouri River in Nebraska may se- 
riously affect the workings of the 
pool, if not break it up alto- 
gether. There have been no new develop- 
ments in the fight, as far as. can be 
learned, in this city during the last twenty-four 
hours. The Union Pacific continues to discrim- 
inate against the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy 
Railroad at Omaha, although the latter road 
emphatically denies having anything whatever 
to do with the position taken by the Burlington 
& Missouri River, and claims to charge the same 
rases from Plattsmouth, where it connects with 
the Burlington & Missquri River in Nebraska, 
as it charges from Omaha.

REV. G. A. SIMPSON, HORSE-THIEF. 
Special Dispatch to The Trioune 

Boston, Aug. 12.—The Rey. George A. 
Simpson, a Universalist minister, is under arrest 
here for horse-stealing. He is a native of St. 
John, N. B., and though only 26 years old has 
supplied very acceptably puloits in several New 
England States. Among his recent pastorates 
was that of the East Cambridge Universalist 
Church. He acted as collector for dif- 
ferent religious weeklies in this 
vity, but his dealings with the 
publishers were not marked with honesty. 
Last January he was apprehended for collecting 
bills for the Watchman and Reflector after he 
had been discharged. At that time it is said 
that forged credentials were found in bis pos- 
session. He was lodged for six months in a 
Rhode Isiand jail, but the case, when it 
came to trial, was nolle prossed. Simpson 
finally turned his hand to horse-thieving, and 
wit u success. Parties in Carolina and Lebanon 
Mills, R. I., suffered from his descents on the 
towa, and for the animals stolen Simoson re- 
ceived fair amounts. His next desperate at- 
tempt at stealing was in Mansfield, Mass. Being 
discovered a tew nights ago making off with a 
horse belonging to Benjamin Treene, he was 
stopped by a son of the owner. He threatened to 
shoot any ove who interfered with his pians, and 
Mr. Treene came to the rescue, and narrowly es- 
caped being hit by a ball from Simpson’s revolver. 
After tiring the shot the robber drove to East 
Boston and disposed of the horse by exchauge. 
When arrested be had on his person what pur- 
ported to be bills of sale of animals which he 
has had, though the pavers are believed to be 
forgeries. 


COMMENDABLE. 

ALBANY, Aug. 12.—Goyv. Robinson has re- 
ceived a letter from ex-Gov.

the friends who have thus solemnly testified in 
my favor, and am naturally most anxious for 
the welfare of my wife and children, it is never- 
theless my conviction that personal, domestic, 
apd social interests ought to be sacrificed to the 
higher interests of State, and that 1 have no 
right to ask or hope for pardon at your Excel- 
iency’s hands if it be inconsistent with the Jofti- 
est consideration of public policy.” 

THE WRONG MAN KILLED.

Gleason gave himself up to the police.

SOME NEEDED REFORMS.

HOME & DOWER. 


THE LOCAL OFFICE IN THE HANDS OF A CUS- 
TODIAN. 


On several occasions of late Taz Tripune has 
devoted considerable time and space to the 
peculiar financial operations of the United 
States Home & Dower Association, a phil- 
anthropic organization for ameliorating the 
monetary ills of those who were in wantof a 
small joan, and were willing to pay a good round 
bonus therefor. 

The disclosures made in Tus TRIBUNE seem 
to have aroused the suspicions of those to whom 
the Home & Dower Association was indebted, 
and yesterday's trains brought from the rural 
districts several who had been induced by the 
glib promises and seductive allurements of its 
prospectuses and circulars to purchase cer- 
tificates,’? with the hope of obtaining the much- 


ly-needed loans. 

At an early hour yesterday, Messrs. Miller, 
Wagner & Umdenstock, commercial printers, at 
No. 119 Clark strect, who had become disgusted 
with prolonged promises for the payment of a 

rinting bill for $71, appeared before Justice 
— and entered suit in attachment, on the 
ground that the concern had no corporeal exist- 
ence in this State, and was a non-resident. The 
necessarv papers were made out by the Justice, 
laced in the hands of a Constable, and within a 
ew minutes the office-furniture and portable 
property of the Association, at No. 170 LaSalle 
strect, were in the hands of a custodian. 

Judge Frazee, the Grand Traveling Manager 
of the concern, accented the situation good-na- 
turedly, and immediately bestirred himself to 
raise enough money to satisfy the attachment 
and pay off the rapacious creditor. Along 
about noon he succeeded in gathering in $69, 
which he paid over on account, with the hope 
that the minion of the law would then and there 
remove bis odious presence. But in this he was 
mistaken. Umbdenstock was imexorable as 
fate or Shylock. His bill was $71, and he would 
not consent to the custodian’s departure until 
the other two dollars and the costs of court 
had been settled. 

While this little episode was going on, 

MR. H. C. DODGE, OF ELKHART, IND., 
had arrived in town in search of $120.83, which 
be had advanced tor “certificates.”’ After 
looking over the ground and seeing that persua- 
sion would not hasten the recovery of his claim, 
he proceeded to the office of Justice Eberbart, 
and also entered suit in attachment. Another 
custodian was immediately sent over to make 
the levy, but when he arrived on the ground he 
found that another of bis brethren had, as it 
were, forestalled him. After Judge Frazee had 

the $69 on the first claim the two creditors 
got together and agreed that one custodian 
should assume the control of the property, and 
the job was given to the first comer. He was 
in possession last night. 

About 4 o’ciock, John C. Sweet, of Albion, 
Ind., who bad traveled here from bis home on a 
stock train, and who represented twelve certifi- 
cates, which, as one of the sub-agents of the 
Association, he had sold to a person by the 
name of Shambaugh, put in an appearance, and 
betrayed no little anxiety to get some return 
for the money which he had turned over. After 
looking arouod and seeing nothing that he 
could levy on, he went off in search of a lawyer 
with a capacity for extracting the reluctant 
from those who decline to pav. 

In an article on the “Home & Dower,” 
which appeared in Monday’s Trisune, reference 
was made to a letter written to the Western 
Agent by Vice-President Middleton, complain- 
ing of the action of the Northwestern National 
Bank of this city. 

AND THEREBY HANGS A TALE. 


When Mr. Livingston came here to oben the 
Chicago agency he brought with him a letter 
from Middleton to Mr. James Sturges, Cashier of 
the Northwestern National, highly commend- 
ing him and the Home & Dower Association. 
Mr. Sturges accepted the letter and opened an 
account with the Western manager. In the 
course of a eouple of weeks the Northwestern 
National became deluged with letters making 
inquiries as to the standing and solvency of the 
„Home & Dower.” 

Towards the end of March Mr. Sturges wrote 
to the banking house of Middleton & Co., 
Middleton being the Vice-President of the Asso- 
ciation, making specific inquiries as to its con- 
dition, manner of doing business, etc.: 
also to Scranton, Pa., for the same 
purpose. The replies from the latter 
were of a decidedly dubious charactcr, and that 
from Middleton & Co. exhibited a peculiar rich- 
ness when placed side by side with the letter of 
introduction before alluded to. Middleton & 
Co. in substance said that the Association kept 
an account with them, and was apparently 
handling considerable money. The officers were 
represent to be good men, and the Associa- 
tion had “the reputation of making large loans 
in the Western cities. The letter closed with 
the remar« that Middleton & Co. knew nothing 
of the Association’s agents. 

All of which is decidedly refreshing when 
compared with the fulsome adulation showered 
on the Home & Dower in Middleton’s letter in- 
troducing the Western manager to the kind at- 
tentions of the Northwestern Bank. | 

Mr. Sturges did not like the aspect, forbade 
the use of the Northwestern National as a refer- 
ence, and promptly closed the account.

“CADETS.” 
THE NEW PUBLIC SCHOOL SCHEME. 
In last Saturday morning's TRIBUNE appear- 
ed a communication signed Citizen,“ which 
asked why cadet school-teachers were not bald 
for their services, and in yesterday’s issue a 
correspondent signing herself Cadet writes, 
complaining that Citizen“ is a cadet on the 
“preferred list.“ and _ criticising her 
taste in growling because she does 
get paid for teaching, when 
mere are so many poor girls who hold certifi- 
cates and are striving to bring themselves into 
favorable notice by securing a place upon the 
„list,“ but without encouragement. *“ Cadet” 
also asks the question, How can a poor girl 
get upon the preferred list!“ and intimates 
that the thing is one of the impossibilities,unless 
she happens to have “influential friends” in the 
Council or elsewhere. 
Mr. W. H. Wells 
EXPLAINED THE SYSTEM 

to a reporter, and also the way the cadets got 
upon the list.“ He said that Supt. Doty and As- 
sistant-Superintendent Delano originated the ca- 
det system of teaching,the object of which was to 
give the candidates for teachers a kind of nor- 
mal training,in the absence of the Normal 
School, which ceased to exist a year or two ago, 
and to test the efficiency of the candidates be- 
fore appointing them to regular posittons. 
Mr. Wells was Chairman of the Board 
of Education Committee having this branch of 
the service in charge. and he says that every 
cadet was appointed upon the list upon 
her merits, without regard to “ infinential 
friends.“ The Superintendent and the Principals 
of schools are instructed to watch the cadets 
closeiy, and report as to their efficiency. When 
the svstem was inaucurated, the Committee ex- 
pected that vacancies would occur oftener than 
they do, but nowadays nobody seems to 
get sick, resign, or get married, and consequent- 
ly promotions are slow. The Committee meets 
at stated times and takes note of the applicants. 
When there is a vacancy, the most deserving 
cadet is put upon the list. All things being 
equal in the way of merit, preierence is intend- 
ed to be given to the poorest ones and those 

in need of a situation, but in all instances 

MERIT MUST TAKE PRECEDENCE. 

A short time ago a petition was preseated to the 
Board of Education asking for the appointsnent 
of a cadet and signed by thirteen Aldermen. 
The petition was referred to the proper Commit- 
tee, the Chairman of which requested the Clerk 
to tell the person who presented the document 
that it was very unpleasant to have the Alder- 
men requesting such favors, as the cadets must 
be appointed strictly upon merit. However, the 
Principals were instructed to watch the young 
girl closely. This they did, and returned favor- 
able reports upon two or more occasions, and 
finally, after waiting eight weeks, she was en- 
tered upon the list. 

Avotber instance was where a poor woman 
wrote a letter to the Committee, stating that 
her furniture was under mortgage and would 
certainly be sold away from her unless the hold- 
er of the mortgage saw that ber daughter was 
appointed upon the list, and there was a pros- 
pect that she would be able to earn the monev 
required. Said Mr. Wells. 1 wrote the woman 
explaining my oosition. I would have done as 
much for her as | would for any friend, but my 
personal feelings could not be aliowed to influ- 
ence my work as a member of the Board of Ed- 
ucation. I asked the Superintendent to 
wateh the girl closely, and I heard favorable 
reports of ber; but there bave been no vacan- 
cies, and the cadet is still without a place upon 
the list.“ | 

THE CADETS GET NO MONEY 

for teaching. They are sent from one part of 
the city to another, a day here and a day there, 
according as their services are needed.

TENNESSEE’S INDEBTEDNESS 


How the Question Stands at Present, 
Spectal Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasaincton, D. C., Aug. 12..—Judge Free- 
man, Assistant Attorney-General for the Post- 
Office, a native of Tennessee, and a strong Re- 
publican, has lately returved from a visit to 
various tions of the State, and during the 
late campaign he was present at a political dis- 
cussion in Eastern, Middle, and Western Ten- 
nessee, and in regard to the principal issue pre- 
sented, which was that of repudiation of the 
public debt, he does not regard the decision asa 
definite one upon that question. He says the 
State-Credit men, or those in favor of paying 
the debt, were divided upon the subject, part of 
them regarding the proposition submitted to a 
vote as a scheme for direct repudiation of half 
the debt, with no additional assurance regard- 
ing the payment of the other. On the other 
hand, a considerable proportion of the 
State-Credit men favored a compromise, 
because they believed it was the best thing they 
could hope for. He thinks that the repudiat- 
ors favored it because,as some of them ex- 
@ressed it, they would thus kill half the debt, 


die. He thinks the defeat of the proposition 
the best thing, under the circumstances, for the 
State, since, had it deen carried, the present 
Legislature would hardly have made pfovision 
for even half the debt; but he thinks next year 
there will be a decisive stand made upon the 
proposition of the creditors to accept 60 cents 
on the dollar at 6 per cent interest, and he pre- 
dicts that this will be finally agreed to, and that 
the State-Credit men, without regard to party, 
will meet in convention aud nominate a full 
ticket from Governor down upon that issue. He 
thinks that party lines will be broken upon this 
issue, and that those in favor of honest dealing 
with the State creditors will win the next State 
election in Tennessee.

Whereas, Sec. 10, Art. 4, of the Constitution 
provides that The General Assembly shal! pro- 
vide such revenue as may be needful by levying a 
tax so that every person shall pay a tax in propor- 
tion to the value of his. her, or its property, such 
value to be ascertained by some person or persons 
to be elected or appointed in such manner as the 
General Assembly shall direct, and not otber- 
wise; and, 

Wuereas, It has been decided by the Supreme 
Court in Portervs. The Rockford, Rock Island & 
St. Louis Railroad Company. 76 IM., 561, that the 
capital stock of corporations is property, properly 
assessable under the provisions of the Revenue 
law (Sec. 32); and in the same case decided that all 
corporations were included in one class for the 
purpose Of assessing their capital stock, if found 
of any value over and above the value of their 
tangible property; and. 

Wueneas, The last Genera) Assembly 80 
amended the Revenue law as to exempt from its 
operation certain corporations, including those 
organized for purely manufacturing purposes. 
Now, therefore, 

Resolved, That the Attorney-General be, and he 
hereby is, requested to furnish to this Board his 
opinion: 

1. Is a law repugnant to the principles of uni- 
formity established by the Constitution which ex- 
empts from assessment of capital stock certain 
corporations while the great bulk of the corpora- 
ations are so assessed! 

2. For the purpose of assessing capital stock is 
the Legislature required to include in one clase all 
the corporations; or may they be subdivided into 
several classes, some of which may be assessed on 
their capital stock and others not? In other 
words, does the language ‘‘and persons or corpo- 
rations owning or using franchises and privileges 
in such manner as it shall from time 
to time direct by general law uni- 
form as to the class upon which 
it operates (last clause of Sec. 1, Art. 4) mean 
that all corporations shal! constitute one class. or 
may the General Aasembly constitute several 
classes?’ 

3. Is or is not a gas company a purely manufac- 
turing companv? 

4. Does the act of the General Assembly govern 
the State Board at ite present session? 

5. If the State Board should be governed by the 
last act in question. anda should refuse to assess the 
kinds of corporations therein specified, ana the act 
should tarn out to be unconstitutional, would this 
failure to assess such corporations invalidate the 
tax against the capital stock of such corporation as 
the Board should assess? 

The resolution was referred toa special com- 
mittee,—Messrs. Root, Warner, and Sunkel.— 
who were directed to consider it and add such 
other inquiries for the Attorney-Generai’s con- 
sideration as members micht suggest. 

The Board then proceeded to the election of a 
doorkeeper, janitor, and page. The candidates 
for doorkeeper were C. H. Anthony, J. I. 
Wheat, J. W. Foster, W. F. Wilton, and E. 8. 
Reynolds, and an interesting contest ensued. 
On the seventh ballot Foster was declared 
elected. William Sullivan was chosen janitor. 

The candidates for pages were Maud Hoyt. of 
Carlinville, and Walter Uglesby, of this city. 
Both were pages in the last House. Oglesby is 
a colored boy, and the best page ever emploved 
about the Legislature, but Maud’s pretty face 
secured her election. 

On motion of Mr. Root, it was decided that 
the Chairman should appoint the usual clerks 
when the Committee thought they were needed. 
The papers submitted were referred to the ap- 
propriate Committees, and the Board adjourned 
till morning, when a recess till next week will 
probably be taken.

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SILVER CLIFF. 


Tho Principal Mines in That Sec- 
tion of Colorado. 


Three of Them Already Stocked for 
Ten Miliion Dollars Each. 


Experts Estimate as High as 
Eighty Million Dollars in 
a Claim. 


= 


Chicagoans in the Valley and Village—A 
Trip to the Lake of the Clouds. 


Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 

@rver Curr, Colo., Aug. 2.—I1 first visited 
the Cliff carly in March last. I spent three 
- weeks here in April, and have been here now 
about three weeks. in March and April the 
camp was very lively, everybody was building 
houses, and large numbers of prospectors were 
fitting out for their summer-<ampaign among 
the mountains. Now everything is as quiet as 
Sunday in the town; but every mountain, hill, 
and valley for many miles around has its tent or 
cabin, and many busy workers are either pros- 
pecting or developing claims. In the Rosita and 
Silver Cliff Districts alone are probably 4.000 
claims, every one baving seven stakes,—four 


__) corner, two centre side, and ove discovery,—and 


a shaft four feet by six feet, and at least ten 
feet deen. A very few of these shafts bare 
been sunk eighty to 100 feet deep, and I believe 
every one that deep has revealed rich mineral. 
The Bassick or Main Mine—just changed hands 
for a very large amount, NE ; 
ABOVE 81. 000,000 — 
is down 280 feet, revealing one of the richest 
bodies of gold and silver ore ever uncovered. -I 
saw a piece of tellurium, the largest discovered, 
weighing forty-three pounds, taken from the 
lower depths of the mine, which would yield 
over $10,000 to the ton. 

The King of the Valley, close to the Racine 
Boy and Cliff Mine, has a shaft 180 feet deep. 
It seems to be in the centre of a chimney or 
volcano, and in talk and ashes, with bowlders 
intermixed, all coated with silver. They expect 
to find rich bodies of ore under the talk, as was 
the case inthe Bassick Mine. The Rambler 
Mine has a shaft 125 feet deep, the last fifty 
feet passing through a mixture of quartz and 
argentiferous galena. No deep shaft has been 
sunk on the great Racine Boy and Cliff Mine, 
but it has been shafted, tunneled, and cut sim- 

ar to a railroad-cut, until more than 100,000 
tons of silver-bearing rock are exposed. The 
Horn-Silver, Plata Verda, and Richmond Mines 
have the same kind of free-milling chloride ores, 
as the Racine Boy, and are being developed in 
the same way. 

There are probably fifty mines here which will 
pay to work as soon as mills and smelters are in 
operation, and probably 200 could take out ore 
to sell to the mills or smelters. A dozen or 
more will no doubt 

BECOME HISTORIC. 

The Bassick is stocked for $10,000,000. Frank 
G. brown and other New-Yorkers are the pur- 
chasers. 

The Cliff and Racine Boy property, purchased 
by Senator Jones, James R. Keene, and other 
New-York capitalists, is stocked for $10,000,000. 

The Plata Venda, purchased by John R. Bart- 
lett and George H. Steiner, of New York, and 
pthers, is stocked for $10,000,000, 

The Horu-Silver, purchased by Rufus Hatch 
and other New-Yorkers, may or may not be 
stocked. 

The Richmond, on Round Mountain, near the 
Plata Verda, and the Domingo, an immense lode 
orchimney of argentiferous galena, carrying 

goid, are not for sale, and are being worked by 
private parties. The latter ia in litigation with 
what is called the Johnny Bull Mine,—both par- 
ties claiming the most valuable part of the ter- 
ritory. The fight is a desperate one,—one hold- 
ing it a few weeks and then the other,—the 
change being effected sometimes by order of 
court, and sometimes | 
BY FORCE OF ARMS. 


The bulls are now in possession, having, with an 
irmed force of more than 100, overpowered the 
mall Domingo guard of twenty, one night 
about midnight. The outside force covered up 
the shafts and tunnels, in which the guard 


were fortified, with timbers and dirt, and 
then threw io burning sulphur, asafo- 
tida, and other chemicals, suffocating

to keep 1,000 stamps running 500 vears. The 
experts who have examined the Racine Boy, 
Plata Verda, and Horn-Silver,and upon whose 
judgment the purchases have been made, esti- 
mate by actual mill-runs of hundreds of tons 
and measurements of ore-bodies, as high as 
$80,000,000 in a clai u; but they would not pub- 
lish such figures, nor present them to the com- 
ae employing them, but cut the estimate to 
,000,000 or less,—which is large enough to 

a $10,000,000 capital upon. 
MILLS AND SMELTERS. 


There are three small smelters, of thirty to 
forty tons capacity, built on Grape Creek, near 
the city, but not yet cempleted. One has com- 
menced to buy ore. 

Yesterday ground was broken by the Cliff 
Company for their 40-stump mill, with power tor 
200, located about 1,000 feet west of their mine, 
and in the western edge of the city. 

The Plata Verda Company and Aorn-Silver 
Company will each build a 100-stamp mill near 
the eastern edge of the city, in connection with 
their properties. 

Thus, before another spring we shail have 
running three smelters and three immense 
stamp-mills, and probably several more. 

Ali kinds of business are fairly represented, 
and prices of merchandise are low, as the com- 
petition is strong. There is a continual stream 
of arrivals and departures of strangers. Gov. 
Gilpin, Senator John P. Jones, and some Call- 
fornia capitalists were here a few days ago, 
looking at their property. 

THE WEATHER 
is delightful. From 10 to 2 o’clock it is rather 
warm, but the rest of the day it is cool enough 
for a fire, whieh our excellent landlord of the 
Colorado House always provides. Every day 
from 2 to 5 o’clock we have a little rain-storm 
from the Sangre de Cristo Kange, lasting 
from twenty minutes to an hour. It is some- 
— quite heavy. While it is rain- 

E in the valley, it is usually snowing 
fo the mountains. The valley looks 
very green and fresh; and the farmers are 
quite busy harvesting the hay, and bringing to 
town garden-vegetabies, such as potatoes beets, 
lettuce, turnips, and cabbages. The wheat and 
Oat crops are not quite ripe. Immense herds of 
cattle are now being “ rounded up”: that is 
all the cattle of the valley and surrounding

_ TRIP TO THE LAKE OF THE CLOUDs, 
Cai, A. 0 Babcock, of Uanten, III.; bis 
beautiful daughter, Miss Clara; Mrs. I. N. 
Spratiey, of Leavenworth, Kas.; William Mont- 
gomery, myself, and a dozen others—ladies and 
geutlemen—etarted on Saturday afternoon, in 
carriages, for Judge Waltz’s ranch, in the foot- 
hills of the range. The Judge has a very pict- 
uresque place, with the mountain-streams me- 
andermg in every direction for irrigation, and 
passing close around his unique. roomy, cozy 
mountain-cottage, with sufficient fall to furnish 
power to churn the splendid ranch-butter. We 
sat in the front parlor, before the broad stone 
fire-place, with ite bright fire of pine-knots, and 
told anecdotes and reminiscenses; then repaired 
to the back porch, where we could hear the rich 
music of the flowifig waters, among the trees. 
Our sleep was sweet; and early. after partak- 
ing of a breakfast prepared by Mrs. Waltz, the 
equal of which the writer bas not found in 
Colorado, the five abovementioned started on 
horseback for the lake, five miles distant. Will- 
iam Montgomery rode a “ burro,”’—a small fe- 
male jack of the Mexican species. We me- 
andered through fields and over foot-hills south 
fora mile. and then ascended a ‘* hog-back,”’— 
along spur of the mountain. One and a half 
miles of very rugged, steep ascent upon the 
crest of this *‘ hog-back ” lifted us a 
HALF-MILE PERPENDICULARLY ABOVE THE VAI- 
*, 
which lay spread out before us, sixty miles long 
and twelve miles wide, all surrounded by lofty 
mountains standing up a mile above the plain. 
Silver Cliff, at the base of Round Mountain, a 
single, solitary peak, glistened in the morning 
sun; Dora,-with its seventy-five new cabins, 
could be seen about six miles north of the cliff; 
with Ula (vou lie, as Col. Babcock interprets it), 
with its twenty houses, about half-way between. 
Having taken a good. long breath (breath is 
scarce on these mountains), with the view, at the 
base of the great rugged mountain still tower- 
ing a half-mile above us, we left the *“hog- 
back,”’ and followed the narrow trail along the 
steep mountain-side up the canon to the Lake, 
two and a half miles distant. 
The fireat three miles the trail was through a 
young crowd of aspen trees, over fallen tim- 
ber,—the remains of a great fire. The last two 
miles it was in a heavy growth of pinon, more 
than 100 feet tall, and standing so thick as 
to make it almost dark. We passed many 
beautiful cascades in these dark recesses; 
and at 11:30 o’clock. much fatigued, we arrived 
at the firat lake, surrounded by verry abrupt 
mountains. and with considerable timber in the 
narrow Valley. We were 
11,280 FEET ABOVE TIE SBA, 
on the banks of a lake 600 pv 900 fect. A qnar- 
ter of a mile farther, and 100 feet above, was 
another lake, 900 by 1,200 feet. And still 
higher were five other smaller lakes. It was 
quite warm in this mountain-valley, and the 
grass was fresh and green, furnishing pasturage 
for the elk and mountain-sheep that are fre- 
quently seen here. 
After lunching and wandering around in the 
beautiful groves for a couple of hours, we slowly 
wended our way back to Judge Waltz’s, where we 
got supper, and remained Sunday night. Many 
amusing incidents were encountered on the way. 
The trail was so steep and rugged in many places 
that the two ladies bad to dismount going and 
coming. Col. Babcock’s saddle slipoed back on 
his horse, and let him off behind. four times. 
A dog jumping out before the ** burro,’’ be sud- 
denly turned, leaving Montgomery, saddle. 
lunch, coats, umbrella, fisbing-tackle, and all. 
on the ground. There were no fish, the falls 
being too great for them to ascend the brook 
running from the lakes. Itis the intention of 
Judge Waltz to stock these lakes with trout.

The scevery is varied 
and grand. We came through Siiver Park and 
Rosita. The other route ts by Canon City, and 
stage from there. thirty-six miles.

The Hon. A. G. Brown Points Out Their

the Editor of the Vicksburg Herald—Dear Sm: 
In times of great public danger it is the duty of 
every good citizen to speak out plainly on the 
side of law and order. Silence will not do.” 
The man who fails to raise his voice against 
mob violence is littie less guilty than he who 
takes sides with the mob. That is just the 
point on which Southern Conservatives ana 
Democrats are accused at the North. Itis in 
vain that we charge admitted outrages on the 
“turbulent element.’’ The ready answer is, 
Jou do not interpose with becoming energy to 
repress such element.“ If silence will not 
do,“ as in the Yazoo case, you and I and every 
other conservative citizen will have to admit 
that the answer is well made. 
Tou and I, and those who think and act with 
us, readily admit that we have no right to ſuter- 
fere in the purely locel affairs of Yazoo County, 
and we do not propose to do so. But if Yazoo 
proposes to get up a conflagration to burn her 
own vermin, she must bave a proper regard for 
the safety of her neigubors. 
The man Dixon may, for aught I know, be a 
very bad man. He is so accused now. ‘The 
chronicles may not have been correctly trans- 
mitted. But it seems to me I neard of this same 
man in 1875-767 and along there. He appeared 
from the accounts to be a very good man then, 
and, as the leopard does not change its spots nor 
the Ethiopian his skin, lam at a loss to under- 
stand why the same man has become such a ter- 
ribly bad fellow in 1879. Is it not the old story 
of the just () Judge who did not comprenend 
the case fully until be found out whose ox it 
was that had been gored? 
If it was only a Yazoo case I should say to you 
and all outsiders, ** hands off.“ But it assumes 
vastly larger proportions.

MOB RULE IN MISSISSIPPI. 


It Is Fully Indorsed by the Natchez ‘‘ Dem- 
ocrat.”’ 

Natches ( Miss.) Democrat, Aug. 8 

The recent course pursued by the people of 
Yazoo County with regard to the independent 
movement in that county, beaded by some of its 
best men, and meeting with the approval of a 
large number of white people who have hereto- 
fore acted with the Democracy, is iudicative of 
a determination on the part of the people of 
that section at least not to brook the possibility 
of again coming ander the rule of ignorance and 
Radicalism. Those who led the independent 
movement depended, doubtless, principally for 
success on the support of the Republican and 


colored elements of the country, and it was con- 
sidered that the success of the movement would 
be simply the inauguration of radica! misrnie. 
It is easy to perceive in every independent 
movement througbout the State a disposition to 
make use of the Republican and colored ele- 
ments, as in every case Independency has 
resolved itself into the most inveterate and ma- 
lignant hostility to tne party which now em- 
braces the great mass of the white and intelli- 
gent people of the .State. In general these 
independent party movements are led by disap- 
pointed aspirants for office, who flatter them- 
selyes that they have white friends enough to 
form a nucleus, around which they always cal- 
culate to collect the négroes and the opponents 
of the present political organization whicb rules 
the State. In nearly every instance an inde- 
pendent outbreak is a calculation on the part of 
some dissatisfied patriot to ride into office on 
the supvort of the very part of the population 
which gave to Radicalism strength, and which 
came so near effecting the complete rum of the 
South. The leaders, knowing that they com- 
posed a part of the party which redeemed the 
country from the clutches of Radicalism, un- 
fortunately believe themselves to have been a 
far greater part than they actually were of the 
general uprising that overthrew the Radicals 
und redeemed the State. They overestimate 
their own importance, and place too much rell 
ance upon the little squad of personal friends 
they cau gather around them. 
In the present temper of the people of the 
South these Independent movements must 
almost invariably fail. The people bave too re- 
cently thrown off the incubus of Radicaiism 
and carpetbagism, to be willing for some time 
to come to run any risks of again losing the con- 
trol of their own affairs. All efforts of Inde- 
ndency have been abortive, although they 
ave been directed by those who were the most 
radical in the Wemocratie party. It is only 
necessary, in proof of this assertion, to point to 
the efforts made two vears ago in an adjoining 
county, in which were engaged some of the 
most promivent of those who carried the county 
a short time befure over an immense Radical 
majority; men who had led the van of the 
boldest, when in the right, and supported by 
public sentiment, yet these men, when they 
attempted to oppose the sentiment of their 
community. were hooted down and jecringly 
chased from their own platform. This and 
other instances which we might easily point to, 
taken in connection with therecent action of the 
people of Yazoo County, show very clearly that 
the people of the State are not prepared for and 
will not submit to Inaependent movements 
which have a direct tendencv to re-establish 
Radical ascendency in the several counties of the 
State. 
Kverywhere, so far as we can learn, there is a 
disposition to give a fair proportfon of repre- 
sentation to the colored people as a race, and to 
make fair compromises with them upon the 
basis of race, but in many portions of the State, 
indeed almost universally, there is a determina- 
tion to make no compromise with the dead and 
buried Republican party in the South. Inde- 
pendency thus tar in this State has meant Kadi- 
valism, and it has been met as such, and we 
doubt not will, for some time to come, be treated 
with the same severity that it has met at all at- 
tempts to revive Republicanism.

TILDEN’S CHANCES. 


As deen from Gath's Interviews—What the 
New York Politicians Have to Say—Tam. 
many Opposes Him and Slaughter Gov. 
Robinson, Thus Scoring One for Judge 
Church, Their Champion. 

Dispateh to Cincinnati Inquir er. 
Saratooa, N. I., Aug. 9.—I sent you a die- 
patch Friday night about the movement of 

Chief-Justice Church, of New York, to forestall 

Tilden, by coming out boldly for the Guberna- 

torial nomination. This is the principal theme 

of conversation here among politicians. So far 
from Mr. Tilden having softened or compromised 
his quarrel with John Kelly, Allen C. Beach, 

Church, and others, the anger of his enemies 

has been increased as they saw his power more 

and more exerted. The opposition to Tilden 
and Kobinson was concentrated on no one per- 
son, and this gave Tilden a great advantage. It 
made his man Robinson a favorite against the 


field. 

There was no other Democrat in the State op- 
posed to Tilden who seemed to have any pras- 
pect of consolidating the anti-Tilden elements, 
Indeed, no person was named as likely to run 
against Robinson. It seems to have suddenly 
occurred to Church, as to others in the anti- 
Tilden interest, that a bold break would be a 
success. 

Mr. Church has now reached that ace when 
be is rather at the turning point of life and ap- 
proaching the decline. He has thrown away 
several good chances to run for Governor, and 
thereby place bimselfin line for the Presiden- 
tial succession. 

I met Lieut.-Gov. Dorsheimer this morning, 
who had suddenly returned to Saratoga to take 
a bund in the slate-making. He said in effect, 
„ have had an understanding for two weeks 
with Judge Church about his runutug for Gov- 
ervor. lam heartily with him if he desires to 
make the trial. 1 donot know that his candidacy 
adds anvthing to the anti-Tilden strength, and it 
will enable all the opponents of Tilden to come 
into one organization instead of diffusing their 
forces. Tilden has a verw complete organiza- 
tion in the State of New York. He keeps bis 
correspondence with some one leader in almost 
every Assembly District. As the Presidential 
year approaches his compact front and probabil- 
F ity of victory bring bim hundreds of wavering 
and weak Democrats. YetI think he is going 
to be beaten. Judge Church holds a very hien 
rank in this State asa lawyer and a manu. He 
received the solid vote of New York on several 
ballots for President of the United States. He 
has the confidence of men like Horatio Sey- 
mour, and even the Republicans respect him 
highly. I am not perfectly sure that he has 
consented to run. I think he is looking over 
the prospect at present; yet it is most probable 
that he will ran, and be nominated. As to 
whether he can be elected there is some doubt. 
The Tilden men would bold against him because 
his success would mean his presentation by 
the State of New York for President.“ 

The Lieutenant-Govervor added that a good 
deal of Mr. Tilaen’s strength arose from the 
fact that Tiiden was the master of Lucius Rob- 
inson for Governor, and of Edward Cooper, the 
Mayor of New York. “You see,” said Mr. 
Dorsheimer, “how Tilden is using these two 
men to’ remove and bebead as he sees fit. in 
order to capture more patronage for his Presi- 
dential aspirations. Yet it seems to me that 
such tactics must defeat themselves here. 
More direct charges of dishonesty were made 
last week against Mr. Wheeler, a Republican 
ane of the four Police Commissioners of New 
York. The Courts interposed and savea 
Wheeler, and snogeat, Ba Cooper turned and 


removed a Demogat, Baldy Smith, from the 
Board. What is e inference? Simply that 
the charges against Mr. Wheeler were contrived 
on a doubtful basis, and when he was saved by 
the Courts, Tilden’s Mayor immediately removed 
a Democrat so as tocontroi the police patron- 
age. Such manipulations must be a stenci in 
the profession of reform. It is just so at Al- 
bauv. Gov. Robinson does whatever Tilden 
wants, in aid of his Presidential programme. I 
have no idea that Robinson can be re-elected 
vernor.”’ — 

* John Kelly is at the Grand Union Hotel 
with bis family. He says that Tammany Hall 
will pot support Lucius Robinson if be is nom- 
inated, and ean control its voters. 
Mr. George Moss; Assistant Secretary of 
State, sars that Kelly’s interview planoing in 
any event to support Robinson has made a deep 
im pressiou op the State.

Ex-Sheriff Jimmy O’Brien says, although not 
on good terms with John Kelly, he doesn’t see 
any seuse of supporting such a stupid old man 
as filaen for President. 

Maj. W. H. Quincy, of the Sheriff's office, 
New York, says that Tammany Hall means to 
show its strength and cast a solid vote against 
Lucius Robinson, if be is nominated. 

Dr. Norvin H. Green, President of the West- 
ern Union Telegraph Company, says be thinks 
Robinson will be nominated, and that Kelly will 
not be able to keep Tammany Democrats from 
voting for him. 

Mr. William Kingsley. a well-known Demo- 
cratic contractor of Brooklyn, expresses some 
doubt as to whether any Democrat can be 
elected Governor next time. 

Maj. John Slocum, of Brooklyn, has always 
been anti-Tilden, and loOks upon the present 
rumpus with considerable amusement. 

All believe that if Church carries his banner to 
the Convention there will de a tremendous con- 
flict between him and Iden. 

Washington Booth, ex-Collector of the Port of 
Baltimore under Grant, expresses the hope that 
the Democrats will nominate Tilden in 1880, as 
be will be the easiest man to beat. 

The New York State press is in a hopeless di- 
vision on the question of Tilden and anti-Tilden. 
One of Tilden’s intimate friends told me this 
afternoon that Sammy would have the solid 
South in his fayor in the next National Conven- 
tion. N 
Senator McDonald, of Indiana. says that in no 
event will Hendricks take a second place on the 
Democratic ticket again. 

Mr. Kingman F. Page calledon Hendricks two 
or three weeks ago, and received his personal 
assurance that he would not be forced on the 
ticket with Mr. Tilden. - 

Meantime the Republicans are considerably 
distressed over the paramount influence of Sen- 
ator Conkling in their State Convention which 
meets in Saratoga in about three weeks. It 
seems Conkling is bound to pnominate A. B. 
Cornell for Governor, who is not popular in his 
manuers or person in this State. Republicans 
generally prefer Hamilton Fish, of New York 
City, late Secretary of State. But Mr. Conkling 
is said to fear Fish’s nomination on the ground 
that his election might make him the next Re- 
publican candidate for President.

COMpTRO LER KNOX CRITICISED. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 
Cuicaco, Aug. 12.— Mr. Knox, the Comp- 
troller, says, in his recent speech before the 
Saratoga Bankers’ Convention: “Immediately 
upon the passage of the proposed ‘Free Silver 
Coinage bill’ we shall pass from a gold toa 
silver standard, unless the present relative 
value of the two metals be reversed.” The 
word value is a relative term, and implies the 
presence of two things and a comparison be- 
tween them. The value of a thing is that 
which will be given in exchange for it. The 
relative yalue of two metals in the currency is 
the quantity of one that will be given in ex- 
change for a given quantity of the other. This 
is fixed by the ratio uncer which they are 
placed there. In a bi-metallic system a speci- 
fied quantity of each represents the ideal unit of 
account and value. These quantities, being re- 
spectively the representatives of the same unit, 
are of equal value, and will consequently ex- 
change indifferently for a definite quantity of 
other property. Inasmuch as the value of 
these metals when compared with other prop- 
erty is largely dependent upon their use as 
money, their value as coin determines their 
bullion or market value; for the simple reason 
that, as Cernuschi says, the owner of bullion 
will not take less for his property in the market 
than he can obtain ſor it atthe mint. It follows 
that the unrestricted coinage of doth metals, 
where they are used concurrently as money, 
equalizes their bullion as weill as their coin 
value, while the unrestricted coinage of the 
one and the restricted coinage of the other 
make simply merchandise of the ballion of the 
latter; for where there is au uurestrieted coin- 
age of a metal its money-quality subsists in the 
bullion; where there is a restricted coinage this 
quality is confined to the coin. The use of sil- 
ver in our currency will not expel gold from it, 
unless the quantity exchangeable for gold under 
the legal ratio is less than that established at 
the mints in foreign countries, or less than its 
value in those countries. 
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ounce of gold. while at the mints in foreign 
countries they give only A ounces. It is 
clear, therefore, that silver will not expel gold 
from our curreacy in that mode, Under a sys- 
tem of free-coinage, would the market-value of 
silver be less in foreign countries than at our 
mints? A very large quantity of silver is now 
used, and will continue to be used, in these 
countries as token-money under the ratio of 
15% tol. It is reasonable to expect that this 
fact, in conjunction with the unrestricted coin- 
age of silver in this country, will raise its mar- 
ket-value in foreign countries to at least 59d. 
per ounce, corresponding with its value at our 
mint. The other causes. or influences, which will 
tend to take gold out of the country would 
be as effective if we had only gold 
as they would be if there were an unrestricted 
coinage of both metals. In the latter case we 
would have this advantage: When gold should 
to abroad we should have silver left to promote 
stability in prices, and not be compelled to 
struggle with other nations for gold anu to suf- 
fer a constant fluctuation of prices. if it should 
be found, upon a fair trial, that silver was 
worth less in foreign markets thaa at our mint, 
and we should desire to return to the gold 
standard, we could do so bv readjusting the 
metals in the currency, as we did in 1834: or ex- 
perience would enable us to adopt such a ratio 
as would insure their concurrent circulation. It 
is believed that Mr. Sherman fully understands 
this, and also that no barm can possibly come 
froia the unrestricted coinage in this country of 
both metals, and that he is limiting the coinage 
of silver to the lowest sum named in the Coin- 
age act of 1878, not for the purpose, as he pre- 
tends, of keeping the silver on a par with gold 
coin, but that he puts forward this pretense as 
an excuse for evading the spirit of that act; 
and that be is simply, in the execution of that 
law, Dromoting the interest of the gold party. 
It will be remembered that he gave as a reason 
for demonetizing silver that that metal was too 
valuable for money in this country, and that 
the act wonld have no  0oractical ef- 
fect. This was manifestiy said to allay 
apprehension and divert attention from the ob- 
ect hie the gold party in this country and in 

urope were then aiming at,—namely: the de- 
struction of the value of silver by depriving it 
of its monev attribute, and transferring this 
value to gold. There are those of his own party 
who have lost confidence in Mr. Sherman; who 
believe that the word trick property describes 
many of his official acts; and that he will ap- 
pear in history as a character noted for shrewd 
cunning rather than for solid wisdom; who be- 
licve that our present apparent prosperity, 
which gives us a hopeful future, is in spite of 
his depressive policy; that it is due to our 
abounding resources, and the measures in aid 
of them which he strenuously opposed, and in 
no respect to his prudent forecast; who believe 
that his conduct as a public financier resembles 
that of a physician who feeds the subject of his 
professional treatment with enfeebling drugs 
until he reduces him to a condition that excites 
the anxiety of the neighborhood, and then 
leaves him to the remedial energies of a vigor- 
ons constitution, expecting that a deluded pub- 
lic will attribute to his own superior skill the 
rescue of his patient from the grave: and they 
believe that he is the last man who should have 
been selected for the execution of so delicate a 
trust as the management of our national 
finances.

Canon City, Colo., July, 1879.—Among the 

wonders of this Wonderland there is perhaps 
none more awſully sublime than the Royal 
Gorge of the Grand Canon of the Arkansas 
River. During the few months which bave 
elapsed since the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe 
Railroad made a highway of that which Nature 
herself seemed to have reserved through all the 
ages as the one place not to be profaned by 
human footsteps, many tourists have passed 
through it, and looked up with wondering eves 
at its mighty, and what we once thought inac- 
cessible, hights. For many. vears it made Canon 
City a point of attraction to tourists; and they 
were accustomed to makea long detour around 
the mountain, by which they arrived at 
the summit; and, by a difficult and dangerous 
passage, the bolder ones descended, over craggy 
rocks and broken masses of granite, until with 
dizzy heads they could look down the immense 
depths and see the river tossing and foaming, 
like a stream of boiling silver, nearly half a mile 
below them. To traverse it from the river-level 
was a feat impossible, except in the few cases 
on record, when, during winters of unusual 
severity, the intense cold had congealed the 
water to such a degree that by great caution, 
and with spiked boots and staves.a few ad- 
venturous spirits succeeded in penetrating a 
little way by hugging the frozen margins, and 
in great peril of slipping towards the central 
current, which never freezes. Now, from the 
platform of a steam-car, vou look yo with 
strained vision to the towering hights, or down 
at your side, where, ciose at hind, the boiling 
stream leaps like a mad and struggling spirit in 
its flying course. 

I made my first visit to the Gorge last fall, 

while the engineers were making their surveys. 

They had blasted, and cut, and filled a rough 

kind of road-bed along the north side of the 

Conon for pearly three miles, so that! rode a 

horse to their camp, which was then just below 

that part called (by pre-eminence) the Royal 

Gorge. From there the way was for me fuil of 

peril and sublimitv. The engineers had, with 

great labor, made a sort of trail through the 
more difficult portion, so that I made my way 
by stepping from point to point on narrow 
shelves, projecting sometimes but a few 
inches from the face of the cliff, 
while the water, many fect below, was 

a boiling caldron, and seemed often to leap up 

towards me. Sometimes 1 had to stoop low 

while passing some overhanging projection, 
while with careful feet 1 made my siow progress. 

Occasionaliy I would find the shelf a little 

wider, so that I could rest, and look up with 

vertical eyes to the cliffs lifted almost straight 
above me for 2,000 to 2,500 feet; then down into 
the mad torrent below, and the dancing waters 
seemed to cali me, with all the fascination of the 
Ruine Lorlei, and I could understand the 
meaning of that mystic legend. Then I would 
close my eyes for a moment to recover my head, 
and, watching only the steps 1 was taking, pro- 
ceed a little farther; and all the time, in the 
deep stillness, I seemed entering with profane 
footsteps the mystery of Eternity. Thus I made 
my way for nearly two miles; and then returned 
safely, but fearfully tired, just as the shades 
were settling down. The Canon is one succes- 
sion of surprises, and no description can render 
it even partial justice. Even the successes of 
modern photographic art fail to give anything 
more “an a suggestion of its wonders. They 
cannot catch the glimpses of color or the lights 
and shadows ever playing upon its glistening 
walls.—the reflections which the sun shouts 
down from the upper hights into the depths it 

cannot directly penetrate. i 

My recent trip was by railroad. Under the 

care of Mr. George B. Rogers, one of those rare 

conductors who take pleasure in pointing out 
aud explaiving all points of interest to strangers, 
and with a pleasant company of tourist ladies 
and gentlemen, we started one pleasant after- 
noon from the thriving town of Canon City, 
and, after passing the State Prison, and, a little 
beyond, the famous Soda and Iron Springs, we 
crossed for half a mile a level sandy plain, and 
then suddenly passed under the lee of a mighty 

ranite portal, huodreds of feet high, which

Just above here is located a ranch and a neat 
ae oceupied by a kindly old gentleman 

rom Vermont. in whose history there is a spice 
of romance. Many years ago he took an antip- 
athy to raiiroads and the civilization the carry 
with them, and determined to get out o their 
way. Toavoid them he keot moving West- 
ward; but they as constantiy followed him. At 
last he gathered his “‘ penates ” fora fina! move, 
and, coming to Colorado, located bimselt in this 
little plateau west of the Grand Canon, and, 
with the lofty mountain-peaks all about him, 
and the o before bim, congratulated him- 
self that at last be had found a place where the 
odious steam ears could not come. Now the 
whistle of the locomotive is heard within 100 
feet of his cabin-door, and the old man is ais- 
couraged. 

There seem in these days to be no difficulties 
of Nature which the iron rails cannot orercome. 
When the Union Pacific Railroad crossed the 
summit of the South Pass at an elevation of 
8,000 feet, it was considered a great engineering 
feat. Now ‘this hight is far exceeded bv the 
Denver & Rio Grinde Railroad at Veta Pass, 
where it crosses Dump Mountain at an elevation 
of 9,300 feet; and the Denver & South Park 
Railroad, coming to Leadville, passes Kenosha 
Summit ata hight of over 10,000 feet. The 
Denver & Rio Grande Railroad are now survey- 
ing a route to the San Juan region of Colorado, 
which will cross the range at an elevation of 
over 12,000 feet, and by grades which were 
formerly considered impossible. 

Engineers of the present dav have abandoned 
the old tactics. Instead of making very long 
detours to make easy grades over hich passes, 
they approach them more directly, and conquer 
the grade by using great locomotive power, and 
find this the cheapest in the end. The Santa Fe 

road, however, by following the Arkansas 
River on this line, avoids any very heavy grades. 
When this railroad is completed to Leadville, a 
great tide of commerce and of precious metals, 
to meet a world’s exchange, will pass through 
this Canon, which for so many ages has been a 
secret and mystery to men. Daily trains are 
runoing through the Canon. whicb are largely 
patronized by tourist travel, affording a very 
interesting trip. It is finished for sixteen miles, 
almost to the fortifications which the Denver & 
Rio Grande Railroad built across the surveyed 
line, to hold it until the question of the richt to 
the Canon anc this route to Leadville shall be 
settled in the United States Courts. Whichever 
company secures it will have a bonanza. 

Returning through the Canon, we viewed the 
scenery from ne directions, and found many 
phases of view we bad missed in going up. At 
the exit of the Gorge we stopped to take up 
some fishermen who had been throwing their 
flies into the pools and eddies of the river, and 
had secured a treasure of speckled beauties, 
with which the stream abounds. Then a few 
momeots broucht us to Canon City, where, after 
a good supoer at the McClure House, we com- 
pleted a day of unmixed delight.

Location for a Summer- Resort.

dader of yesterday in relation to a place om the 
lake shore for a summer-resort, leads me to re- 
call a very pleasant day recently spent on the 
lake shore at Edgmoor, a small station on the 
Baltimore & Ohio Railroad,eighteen miles from 
the city. There were four of us, three gentie- 
men and myseif, and we were bent upon find- 
ing the coolest retreat possible ou one of those 
very hot days. We found several miles of the 
most beautiful beach that I have ever seen anv- 
where. Just back of the beach, about 100 feet 
from the shore, stands a beautiful grove of 
native pines, extending for eight miles. at least, 
along the beach. I do not believe » finer beash- 
drive can be foundin the United States than 
this, it being fine gravel, and packed solid. This 
pine grove extends back from the lake at least 


hardwood timber takes its place. 

We learned from an old German living neat 
Edgemoor that before the era of rai'roads here 
the stages from Michigan City to Chicago tray- 
ersed this beach at all seasons of the year, and 
that at no time was there any change in this 
hard-packed gravel. Now there are three rail- 
roads almost in a stone’s throw, viz.: the Balti 
more & Onio, the Lake Shore & Michigan Sourb- 
ern, and the Pittsburg & Fort Wayne. On these 
three railroads there are some twenty trains a 
day each wav. Between the tracks of the last- 
mentioned roads there is elevated ground of 
several hundred acres, and very many beautiful 
building spots. We found one large area where 
would be a fine place for a large hotel. not far 
from the beautiful beach. and convenient for 
surf-bathing, which we found exceedingly agree. 
able. We learned there was a good traveled 
road from Edgemoor to the boulevard near 
Colehour, thence to Chicago. 

If some enterprising parties would take hold 
of a work here, they might make a place rival- 
ing the Long Branch of New York. and at small 
expense, or none at all; for grounds, as Nature 
has most bountifuily provided all that is neces- 
sary. But it cannot all be described in one 
short article. Let any one go out and soend 
the day as we did, and they will be satisfied that 
no place survasses or, perhaps, equals Edge- 
moor for a building up of a snmmer-resort.

ture. Furthermore, it was Mr. Euander who 
wrote, without protest, a matchless resolution.— 
which was ardently supovorted, but finally tabled 
to await the decision of the next session of the 
Synod,—forbiddiing the children of members to 
attend the American public schools if the Bible 
should permanently be exeluded from them. 

On the whole, we do not think that the selec 
tion of Mr. Enander will have anv very danger- 
ous influence on our school system; but itis a 
very bad sign of the times that the Swedish im- 
migrants to this land of freedom shall be rep- 
resented in one of its boards of education 
by a Swedish champion of 
and bater of American institutions. Mr. 
Enander is undoubtedly a gentieman with 
some knowledge: but is it not a clear perce - 
tion of the nature and character of reou.- 
licanism, which is in this case required, as also a 
firm lore of it? 

It is not intellect, but bigotry, we blash to 
acknowledge, which is strongest in the Swedisb 
nationality. We hope, however, that the time 
is not distant when our people in this country 
will cease to think only through the manipula- 
tion of the Augustana Synod, to work then 
farms and use their tools through this Srnod;

The leading produce markets averaged 
stronger yesterday, with less doing, though 
corn was weak early, and quite active. Mess 
pork closed 2% 50 per bri higher, at 88.27 for 
September and 88.24 for October. Lard closed 
7e per 100 Ibs higher, at $5.45 for September 
and $5.473¢(@5.50 for October. Short ribs closed 
7e per 100 Ibs higher, at $4.274¢ for Septem- 
ber. Spring wheat closed le higher, at 88 ge 
for September and 85%jc for October. Winter 
wheat closed stronger, at 93c bid for No. 2 red. 
Corn closed ge higher, at 33% gte for Septem- 
ber and 843¢c for October. Oats closed Me 
higher, at 23°¢c seller the month or cash. Rye 
was steady at 40 ge spot or August. Barley was 
inactive at 70c for September. Hogs were in 
better demand, and were stronger, advancing 
5@10c. Cattle were in good demand and 
strong, with sales at $2.00@5.35. 

A gentleman who deals in puts and calls was 
congratulating himself soto voce yegterday 
because however dull the general market may 
be, Nobody can rob us of our bleased privi- 
leges.”’ 

The shorts in wheat were disappointed vester- 
day. They counted on another sharp decline in 
consequence of the Liverpool news; but it did 
not come. 

The markets were really contrary yesterday. 
Wheat was stronget and corn weak, in spite of 
the fact that Britisn advices were the other way 
in each case. Our markets are able to exhibit 
their independence of others, at least some- 
times. It was difficult to understand why corn 
should be offered ireely in 50,000 bu blocks on 
our early Call, unless it be that some parties are 
confident that our receipts are going to be too 
large to permit prices to be sustained with ad- 
vancing freight rates. Report has it that the 
canal corn has only just begun to move, not- 
withstanding the statement published yesterday 
that canal receipts would probably be light in 
future. 

A reader asks how we made out that nearly 
500,000 bu of corn arrived here las¢ Monday. 
The inspection list noted 115,150 bu received by 
canal, and 840 car-ioads. The latter now aver- 
age about 24,000 lbs each, making a total of 
360,000 bu on that basis, and the canal receipts 
swell it to 475,000 bu. That was the total of 
the corn reported as inspected into store in this 
city Monday morning. 

The firmer feeling in wheat seems to have 

been chiefly due to the fact of small receipts. 
Only 188 car-loads of all kinds were reported in, 
and some of the shorts grew nervous lest sup- 
plies should refuse to come forward at present 
quotations, which are low, though not so low as 
has been predicted by the bears. It was re- 
membered that wheat “hardly ever“ staid 
long below 85c in this market, whatever the 
conditions causing a decline. below that figure, 
and so they filled. The trading was, however, 
more local than usual, the market being unusu- 
ally bare of outside orders forfature. There 
were, however, some for export. 
P Provisions were firm, in sympathy with higher 
quotations onlard and meats m Liverpool. with 
a reported advance in hogs at the Stock-Yards, 
the daily supply there continuing very light. 

Lake freights were in good demand but quiet, 
because few vessels were offiered. Not many 
were ready to load, and some were held off the 
market for a further advance. Corn to Buffalo 
was taken at 5c, wheat to do at 5%c, and corn 
to Kingston at Se, Se for corn to Buffalo 
being asked at the close. Through to New 
York by lake and canal was quoted at IIe for 
corn and 12 ½e for wheat. Rail freights were 
quoted at Be per 100 lbs on grain to New York. 
Through to Liverpool was quoted at 56c on flour 
and 58½ e on lard and meats. 

The market for staple and fancy dry goods 
presented little change. There was a fair de- 
mand from the city and country trade, and 
values again ruled steady and firm. Boots and 
shoes‘are beginning to move with some freedom, 
and prices show great strength. As yet, how- 
ever, there has been no general advance. There 
is acontinued liberal movement in groceries, 
with but slight fluctuations in values. Coffees 
and sugars were somewhat unsettled, but for 
other lines the market ruled steady. No 
changes were apparent in the market for domes- 
tic and foreign dried fruits, a good trade being 
in progress at generally firm prices. Fish were 
reported quiet and steady. Butter remains 
firm, fine grades especially. Cheese met with 
only a light inquiry, and the market did not dis- 
play much strength. There was a light demand 
for oils, paints, and colors, at nomiually steady 
prices. The pig-iron trade continues active, 
with prices firm and advancing. Leather re- 
mains dull. There was a strong market for 
tobacco, owing to the enhanced cost of the leaf. 
Coa! remains dull and unchanged. 

Lumber was firm and active at the yards. 
The cargo offerings were very light, and sold 
promptly at the recent advance. Metals and 
hardware werein fair demand and firm, and 
nails advanced 10c per keg, in consequence of 
a rise at the factories. Wool was reported to 
be more active and lower, in sympathy with the 
Eastern markets. Broom-corn was dull, hides 
quiet, and hay scarce and firm. Timothy seed 
was steadier, under a better inquiry, with small- 
er Offerings, while flax weakened on account of 
augmented supplies. Poultry was ia moderate 
demand and plenty, and eggs sold at better 
prices, The prices of green fruits were gever- 
ally tending lower, under large supplies, much 
of which was inferior in quality.

CANADIAN LAKE MARINE. 

There were very few new vessels intended for 
the carrying trade built last year in Ontario ship- 
yards, Inthe year ended June, 1877, there were 
twenty-eight new vessels built in this Province, 
with a tonnage of 3,316. This has not been 
equaled since. The records of the Canadian lake 
underwriters, covering the ports from Quebec to 
the extreme west end of the lakes, show an increase 
of vessels during the season of 1878~'79 to be as 
follows: In 1878-79 there “were 596 steamers, 
against 544 in 1577-78. Of these a great many 
are river tugs and small steam vessels that scarcely 
count among the marine properly. Indeed, there 
are 220 disiinguished as tags. In the list 
of sailing vesrels the list for the present 
season shows 534; for last season the list was 
514. But, in actual carrying capacity and for serv- 
ice, itmay be accepted as the fact that the lake 
marine this year is very much below the character 
of the lake marine even of last year. In the un- 
derwriters’ book thie year there are 228 schooners 
that have no rating at all. Of course all of these 
vessels are not to be considered as so low that they 
are worn out. Many of them are in such a condi- 
tion thata few hundred dollars spent in repairs 
would give them a fair rating. But, making all 
possible allowance for these better sorts of ves- 
sels, 1t is certain that the ing capacity of the 
sailing vessels must be accep as greatly reduced 
from what it was last year.— Toronto Globe.

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THURLOW WEED ON 1861. 


His Interesting Reminiscences of the Way 
in Which Mr. Evarts Did Not Become a 
Senator frem New York, 
New York Worid, Aug. 10. 

Calling by instructions at the residence of Mr. 
Thurlow Weed just after the breakfast bour 
one morning last week, a reporter for the World 
found the veteran politician seated at a large 
open window in the dining-room, on the second 
floor, overlooking the beautiful grounds sur- 
rounding Dr. Paxton’s church, on Fifth avenue. 
A refreshing breeze was blowing in at the win- 
dows, and a very lively little mite of a Scotch 
terrior was playing with Mr. Weed’s sliovers. 
The venerable journalist was in the best of spir- 
its, and bis eyes had not lost their peculiar 


brightness. £3 | 

„% Mr. Weed, here is a clipping from the Sara- 
togian about which the World would be glad to 
have your views,“ said the reporter—while Mr. 
Weed, listen ing, bent his head forward in his 
well-known listening attitude. Its purport is 
that ‘Mr. Hugh Hastings, of the Commercial 
Advertiser, has contributed a spicy chapter to the 
political history of twenty vears ago, telling 
what be knows about the election of Ira Harris 
as United States Senator over William M. 
Evarts.’ It also says that Mr. Hastings alleges 
that ‘ Mr. Evarts was defeated because be was a 
Conservative Whig and made pro-siavery 
speeches before the organization of the Repub- 
lican party.’ ”’ 

„Welle said Mr. Wood, interrogatively. 

“JT would like to ask whether it is really true 
that the present Secretary of State was once a 
pro-siavery wan,“ said the reporter. This 
‘spicy chapter’ referred to is a long article 
published in the Commere a“ Advertiser over the 
editor’s own initial letter. It is nominally a re- 
view of an interesting paver recbutly published 
in the North American feed entitled 
‘The Diary of a Pudlie Man.’ Both ‘The 
Diary of a Public Man’ and Mr. Hastings’ 
‘spicy chapter’ about it have been the subjects 
of a good deal of talk in political circles, and it 
is freely asserted that Mr. Evarts never made 
pro-slavery speeches. Now, did he or did he 
bot?” ‘ 

„Mr. Hastings was right in saving that Mr. 
Evarts made pro-slavery speeches before the 
organization of the Republican party. Mr. Ev- 
arts was a Conservative Whig.”’ 

“When and where did Mr. Evarts make pro- 
slavery speeches?’’ 

“T don’t remember just now when or where 
it was, but I think it was at Castle Garden. and 
it must hare been during the Fillmore Presiden- 
tial campaign. Yes, now that I come to think 
of it, lam sure that I am right. I don’t recol- 
lect the year, but that is easily found out. At 
that time most of the large public meetings 
were held at Castle Garden.“ 

“That disposes of that matter. Now, will you 
be so good as to let me call your attention to 
some other statements in Mr. Hastings’ article! 
Mr. Hastings says that the author of ‘ The Diary 
of a Public Man’ must be either an imposter or 
an ignoramus for asserting that William H. 
Seward, President Lincoln’s Secretary of State, 
accepted an invitation to dinner in Richmond. 
What do you think of that!“ 

** When this article of Mr. Hastines came out 
my daughter read it to me, so that I am not un- 
familiar with its general features. But that 
part about Mr. Seward leaving Washington at 
such a time to dine with prominent citizens ot 
Richmond struck meas particularly interesting. 
I have been thinking about it a good deal. One 
of Mr. Seward's sons was here at breakfast the 
other day, and I was going to mention it to him. 
but I forgot all about it. I can sav, however, 
that no man was more intimate with Mr. Sew- 
ard in those times than | was, and if he accepted 
such an invitation to go to Richmond I am sure 
I never knew knew it. I can think of no occa- 
sion for his visiting Richmond for such a pur- 
pose at that time. I was in almost constant 
communication with him, and I am almost in- 
clined to think that the story is not true, al- 
though I canvot positively deny it.“ 

„Lou have seen that the subject dealt with, 
particularily by Mr. Hastings was that part of a 
‘Diary of a Publie Man’ which concerned the 
inside history of the memorabie Senatorial con- 
test between Horace Greeley and William Mr. 
Evarts, which took place in this State just before 
the breaking out of the War. The ‘Public Man’ 
says that you slaughtered Evarts at Seward’s 
instigation, and that you claimed to have ‘in- 
vented’ Judge Harris, of Aibany, who was 
finally nominated and elected, while Mr. Hast- 
ings says both statements are incorrect.“ 

Mr. Weed’s eyes twinkled brightly, as if he 
was amused by old recollections. Alter a little 
he said: 

„Mr. Hastings perbaps comes nearest to the 
truth. Mr. Seward had no hand in slaughter- 
ing Mr. Evarts. Here is just the way the mat- 
ter stood. The nation was threatened with 
civil war, and New York was on the eve of an 
election of a United States Senator. I those 
times I had a good deal to say about Republi- 
can nominations. My own cboice would have 
been Gen. James M. Cook, of Saratoga, but I 
concluded that the peculiar exigencies of the 
ease demanded that we should send to the 
United States Senate a man who was well 
known to the people, and who would be a 
power in debating vital national questions. I 
was opposed to Mr. Greelev on account of his 
persistent advocacy of the abolition of slavery. 
Mr. Greeley and his friends went into the con- 
test with this principle as the main issue, and I 
thought it wouldn’t do, as it would only tend to 
make the South more determined and more 
desperate. Mr. Evarts was just as thorough a 
Republican as Mr. Greeley was, but he had 
shown by bis spveecbes that he didn’t be- 
lieve the anti-slavery question worth going 

to war about. ‘The South, which had 
been divided bv political parties up to that 
time, became united against the North, and I 
wanted the North to be united also. I was in 
communication with Mr. Lincolo all the time 
that the Sepatorial contest was going on. He 
and [ agreed that the only hope of dealing suc- 
cessfully with the North and preserving the 
Union was in a united North. Most of the Dem- 
ocrats were opposed to Secession, but if we bad 
not been very careful we might have caused a 
great many people to declare openiy in favor of 
the Soutb. As it was, vou see what was done. 
Even Tammany Hall raised a regiment of Union 
soldiers.” 
Ho did Mr. Harris finally come to be nom- 
inated instead of either Evarts or Greeley?”’ 
Here the ‘Public Man’ is right and Mr. 
Hastings wrong. It was done at the last mo- 
ment. ‘The Republican members of the Legis- 
lature had been in caucus some time. Mr. Gree- 
ley’s friends were working Very hard, and we 
found it very difficult to advance Mr. Evarts’ 
interests. Mr. Evarts. Gov. Morgan, and my- 
self were in the Executive Chamber, and 
Mr. Hastings and Mr. Littlejohn, the 
Speaker of the Assembly, were coming 
in and 2 out frequently, keeping us 
posted as to what was going on. At last they 
came in and said it was no use to try to hold out 
any longer, as if they did Mr. Greeley would 
surely be nominated. After a short consulta- 
tion we agreed to compromise on Mr. Harris. 
As soon as the word was given it carried this 
caucus, only two members opposing. So, vou 
see, Mr. Evarts was not slaughtered by Secre- 
tarv Seward. In fact, Secretary Seward was 
very anxious indeed to have Mr. Evarts sent to 
the Senate, and so was Mr. Lincoln. It is hard 
to imagine what might have been the result if 
we had held out for Mr. Evarts until Greeiey 
had got the nomination. It might have resulted 
te dividing the North and thus making it much 
more difficult to save the Union than it was. 
But I have always believed that if we had put 
Gen. Cook forward at the outset we could 
bave got him nominated and elected over Mr. 
Greeley.”

Mr. Gree- 
ley belonged to the same class of Republicans 
as Sumner, Wade, and others then in Congress, 
while Evarts was ranked with Seward, and Re- 
publicaus of that stamp.“ 

Mr. Weed said that the Senatorial contest of 
1860 was one of the most exciting he had ever 
seen. He was afraid that if Horace Greciey was 
elected to the United States Senate at such a 
critical period it would have the effect to irritate 
and stir up the South, and divide the North at 
the same time. Mr. Greeley’s one great aim 
was to abolish Slavery first, and take the conse- 
quences afterwards. But the friends of Mr. 
Evarts took the ground that if there was going 
to be a war the question of Slavery would take 
care of itself, as in fact it did. 


THE POLYPHENUS. 


A New Naval Monster—Unlike Any Other 
War-Ship in the World—A Fall Descrip- 
tion of the What-Is-It. 

London Times, ut 28. 

The torpedo-ram Polyphemus, now being con- 
structed in Chatham Dockyard, appears likely 
to be the most extraordinars ship that has yet 
been built. Sbe is novel and peculiar alike in 
form, structure, fittings. and arrangement of 
armor protection; while her weapons of attack 


are such as will necessitate her being fought , 


differently from any other war-ship. Her desigu 
was described by the late Mr. Ward Hunt in the 
House of Commons on the 12th of March, 1877, 
as being of a kind as yet unknown in any part 
of the worid, but which has been much talked 
about, and bas been at last forced upon me by 
that gallant officer who stands at the head of 
the veteran list of the navy—viz.: Sir George 
Sartorius, who has sbown that although his age 
is great, his mind is still youthful, and that he 
is willing to receive new ideas and able to incul- 


cate them. 

The leading features of the Polyphemus are 
a strong ram bow, a powerful torpedo battery, 
great speed and handiness, moderate size, and a 
small extent of surface above water exposed to 
the enemy’s fire, euch portion of the vessel as is 
above the water-line being convex in form, so as 
to deflect any projectile that may strike it. The 
appearance she will present when at sea will 
be that of acylinder, floating on its side and 
deeply immersed, which is tapered at the end to 
form a bow and stern. The top of the cylinder 
will be four feet six inches above the water-line, 
and will be flattened over alarge portion of its 
area to form a deck. The whole of this * 
evlindrical surface will be plated over with etce 
armor. and will cover in and protect the ship 
and all her machinery and fighting appliances. 
The ship proper as she will thus appear will be 
surmounted by a slicht structure carrying a 
hurricane deck of about two-thirds her length, 
and upon this deck will be seen a signal-mast, 
funvel, pilot-tower, boats, and other fitt ugs. 

Under water the form of the Polyphemus is as 
strange as it will thus appear above. ‘The cylin- 
drical curvature of the sides is carried down sev- 
eral feet below the water-line, and armor- 
plated tothatdepth. Below this point the sec- 
tion assumes a V form, and ends ina sharp 
angle at the keel. It will, therefore, be seen 
that a complete cross-section of the vessel is 
very similar to that of a peg-top. The flattened 
convex curvature of the upper part of the per- 
top would represent the part of the Polyohemus 
that ig above water, and the lower portion, which 
ends iu a point, would also represent the part of 
the ship that is below water. If the peg-top 
be imagined to float in water at a depth below 
where its breadth is greatest and where the sec- 
tion begins to curve toward the centre line, a 
rough idea may be obtained both of the form 
and proportion of the above and under water 
parts of the Polypzemus. 
= The Polypbemus is 240 feet long between per- 
pendiculars, forty feet in extreme breadth, and 
will have a load draught of twenty feet. Her 
displacement will be 2,640 tons. The convex 
armored deck will be four feet sixinches above 
the water-line, and will be completely plated 
over with steel armor three inches thick. This 
armor will be carried toadepth of six feet to 
seven feet below the water-line. The Polyphe- 
mus will not be fitted with masts or sails, but 
will carry a vole fur signaling pu. poses and for 
making observations from. She will de pro- 
pelled by twin screws, and will have two pairs 
of high-pressure compouod horizontal engines. 
which are beiug constructed by Mesars. Hum- 
pbrevs and Tennant, of Veptford. Each hign- 
pressure cylinder will be thirty-eight inches in 
diameter and the low-pressure sixty-four inches. 
The stroke will be forty-five inches. ‘The boilers 
will be of the locomotive type, twelve in num- 
ber, and will be made of steel. They will werk 
up to a pressure of 110 pounds per square inch. 
It is estimated that the engines will indicate a 
collective power of 5,500 horses, and that the 
speed of the ship will be seventeeh knots. 

The only offensive weapons the Polyphemus 
will possess are a powerful ram-bow and White- 
head torpedoes. Sbe will have no guns at all, 
except afew light shbell-euns and Gatlings on 
the hurricane. deek for the purpose of repelling 
boat or torpedo attack. The ram will consist of 
avery strong spur, which will project twelve 
feet in advance of the stem of the ship, and is 
so placed that it wil) strike several feet below 
anenemy’s armor. It will be connected to the 
stem and bow by deep web-plates a angles on 
each side; the former being a continuation of 
the three-inch deck armor, which is curved 
downward at the bow and carried under water 
till it reaches the level of the sour. The spur is 
being fitted so that it may be unshipped and 
taken off the stem when not required for 
active use. Under the ram is a torpedo 
port, which will enable Whitehead torpedoes to 
be ejected right ahead of the ship. There are 
also two torpedo ports on eacb side amidships, 
from which they will be ejected on the broadsides. 
The ports and apparatus for working the torpe- 
does will be upon the system fitted in the 
Vesuvius and Glatton. All the tovedo ports 
are below water, Dut it is understood that this 
under-water attack will be supplemented b 
torpedo firing above water from the armore: 
deck upon the system adopted in the ordinary 
torpedo launches. 

Above the armour-plated portion of the bull a 
hurricane-deck is fitted for about two-thirds of 
its length. This deck is about one-half the ex- 
treme breadth of the ship. Communication is 
made between the hurricane-deck and the in- 
terior of the ship by openings cut through the 
armored-deck. The openings thus cut are 
protected by glacis plates and armor, and 
by casings, which are carried up to the 
hurricane deck. ‘The boats are carried upon the 
hurricane deck, and the ship is steered and 
worked from it. An armored pilot-tower, with 
protected means of access to the lower part of 
the ship, is placed at the fore end of the hurrl- 
cane deck, and fitted with steering-wheel, teie- 
graphs, voice pipes, apparatus for firing off the 
torpedoes, and all other appliances for conning 
and working the ship. A few ligat-shell or 
Gatling guns will also be carried on the burri- 
cane deck, as we have stated, for repeliing 
boarders or torpedo boats. 

The Polyohemus is built throughout of steel. 
The frames are of Bessemer, and the bottom 
plating of Landore-Siemens steel. She is con- 
structed upon the usual system of transverse 
bracket frames and continuous loogitudinals, 
ang has a double bottom the whole length of 
the ship right up to the upper deck. 

The subdivision of the lower part of the ship 
into small water-tight compartments has been 
carried as far as appears possible. The doubie 
bottom is split up into a large number of cellu- 
lar spaces, and the hold is divided by a longi- 
tudinal middle-line bulkhead and numerous 
transverse buikheads. The boilers are contain- 
ed in four separate water-tight compartments of 
the hold, three being placed in each: and each 
pair of engines is also contained in a separate 
water-tight compartment. The advantage of 
such an arrangement is sufficicntl$ obvious in 
view of the possibility of one of the boilers or 
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several lengths, and will be so attached 
to the ship that, in the event of a 
compartment becoming bilged, and its being 
desirable to lighten tbe ship. the ballast can be 
let go and dropped from anv part, as may be re- 
quired. The draught and trim may be regulated 
to a certain limited extent should the vessel be 
damaged in action. This is a point that will be 
probably be discussed among engineers. The 
object of carrying the ballast seems to to keep | 
the ship down iu the water. and prevent the 
deck from being too much exposed when the ship 
is injured; but should she become still further 
immersed from any cause. the dropping of the 
ballast will somewhat relieve and lichten her. 
rhe utmost effect of the ballast will be to ena- 
ble the yessel to float in twelve to fourteen inches 
lighter when it is dropped than she would do 
before. In other words, although her armored 
deck is only four teet six inches above the water, 
and this hicht only is exposed to the enemy’s 
fire, the surplus buoyancy, on account of the bal- 
last, will be the same as though the armored 
deck stood five feet six inches or five feet eight 
inches above the water line. 

It will de obvious that this quantity of bal- 
last, amounting to about ene-ninth of the whole 
weight of the snip, casnot be carried about for 
nothing. It adds to the work the engines have 
to do, and a greater expenditure of engine-pow- 
er for a given speed will be required to enable 
the ship to drag the ballast about with her. The 
additional engine-power that will be required to 
drive the Polyphemus at full speed, after add- 
ing the ballast, will necessitate an increased 
coal consumption of 9 to 10 per cent, and a cor- 
responding reduction in eoal endurance, It will 
hardly de considered necessary to carry about 
all this dead weicht in time of peace; and it 
will be a question for practical consideration 
whether the carrying of it about in time of war 
at a cost of reduction in speed, or in coal endur- 
ance—and this in a ship whose coal supply is 
very small for her power—will be compensated 
for by the armored deck being four feet six inch- 
es out of Water, instead of five fect six inches. 

The Polyphemus is more or Jess of an exper- 

‘imental character, and the building of future 
ships, possessing some or all of her character- 
istics, will depend upon the results of her trials. 
She is not likely to create a great revolution in 
war-ship building, or to show that guns are un- 
necessary ina fleet. Indeed, it must de evi 
dent thatthere are many operations—such as 
the bombardment of fortifications—which could 
only be carried out by ships armed with guns. 
The question respecting the Polvphemus is not 
wLether such vessels as she are to supersede 
gun vessels, but whether she may not serve the 
more humble, though very useful, purpose of 
starting a type of warships that will be valua- 
ble auxilarries in action. Mr. Ward Hunt, on 
the occasion before referred to, spoke of her as 
follows: 

This vessel must, of course, to a certain ex- 
tent, be regarded as an experiment, and, even 
supposing it to be a success, I could not propose 
it to the House as being likely to supersede all 
other kinds of fighting ships, but only asa use- 
ful adjunct toa fleet in case of war. Probably 
it would not be desirable that she should be 
kept at sea for a long period at a time, but I 
venture to think she will prove a very formida- 
ble weapon, and, if she should be a success, she 
may perhaps be regarded as a sort of rival to 
those monster sbips with tremendous armor 
that we hear spoken of as likely to be built in 
some foreign ports.“ 

The Polypbemus was commenced in Septem- 
ber, 1878, and is already far advanced, being en- 
tirely framed and plated, except at the extreme 
ends. Great progress is being made with her, 
and she could be got ready for launching in a 
very few months. 


HARD TIMES IN ENGLAND. 


A Lean Year—Perhaps More Are Coming. 
Lonaon Times, July 29, 

The present vear will be a memorable io- 
stance of the variety and even delicacy of the 
conditions on which all the fruits of the earth 
may be said equaily to depend. It is buta 
week since the country was beginning to despair 
of the bay harvest, and to give way to piteous 
forebodings of the poor fare which our horses 
and cattle would be reduced to for a twelve- 
month. It was even in some alarm as to the 
fate of our wheat and other grain crops. Sud- 
denly the continual canopy of clouds rolled 
away, and for several days the rural population 
were busy in the meadows and iu the rick- 
yards. Nevertheless, old people shake their 
heads and tell us the har has not ripened, and 
will not ferment to the game sweetness as it did 
last year. Something more is wanted than 
freedom from rain, and en wvercast sky is often 
worse than occasional showers. Saturday and 
Sunday were not sunny, drying, ripening days. 
They were suitry, dull, and without a breeze. 
Yesterday was better, but still cloudy, and 
thus in the midst ot haymaking, at the most 
cri tical point of the growth of the wheat plant, 
with the fate of the potato hanging in the bai 
ance, and our gardens and orchards asking for 
light and beat, we know not what good or il 
the next hour mav do them all round. 
The wheat ear is filling but slowly: the 
stalk is thin, the blade of asomewhat sickle 
hue, and it is quite within the compass of pos- 
sibility that the vield will be indifferent in both 
quantity and quality, and that our best bread 
will be from abroad. In the course of last week 
the dreaded potato blight showed iteelf here 
and there, and now threatens to be general. 
Aoples,a poor erop to begin with, suffering 
from lengthened and recurrent frost and from 
scanty sunshine, show worse everv day. The 
fruit that should have been ripened have come 
to their day without ripening, and consequently 
without flavor or tenderness. Strawberries, 
raspberries, and currants only remind us of 
what they ought to have been, and have to be 
largely supplemented with sugar and cookery. 
Cherries very early saccumbed to the inclem- 
ency of the season. Everything in our gardens 
has been running to stock and leaf. There is a 
full crop of peas, but everybody notices that 
ther want flavor. Beans will fail in quantity as 
well as in quality. As for the wall fruit, happy 
are they who possess no walls, or no trees 
trained against them. Barley and oats may be 
said to have the summer still before them; but 
the former is in ill color, and will not be an 
abundant crop. What seems hardest of all, 
and will be a paradox tosome of our readers, 
the meadow-grass itself is poor, and does not 
feed or cheer the cattle asit ought. It wants 
body and flavor. A few weeks of really fine

the inference drawa from the comparison of the 
twenty-one series of dates is that reaping will 
not begin till Sept. 13, and the harvest will not 
close till Oct. 9. The further we advance into 
autumn the more precarious will be the weather, 
and unless the next two months are upusualiv 
fine the harvest wiil be poor ia every respect, 
and indifferently got in. Nor does the mischief 
end bere. A very late harvest cannot fail to 
throw much of the antumn sowing late into the 
year. Besides the losses entailed by the char- 
acter of the crop itself, a protracted and irrecu- 
lar harvest teils in the item of labor. The har- 
vest- men must be kept in hand, though unable 
to do anything for days and even weeks. All 
things considered, it is a very poor lookout even 
for well-to-do farmers, and if manyof them 
have betn already compelied to appeal to the 
kindness of their landlords to meet the deopre- 
ciation of produce, it is to be teared that many 
will have to renew the appeal this autumn or 
next spring. 

But what if next year should be like this? 
Bad seasons. we are continually assured, come 
together. and we have been lately told, appar- 
ently with a loug retrospect and careful caicu- 
lation, that in every cycle there are several con- 
current years more or less of one character, and 
several concurrent vears of another. if the 
losses in the next year be as great as those in 
this, or as the average of the three years, the 
farmers, very few of wnom have any capital io 
reserve—very few of whom are not in debt— 
will havé to throw up their farms. What they 
will do in this extremity we cannot cuess, but 
there is nothing a regular English farmer thinks 
less of than emigration. It is gravely doubted 
whether he is the right man to emigrate, and 
whether a mere Paddy driven out of his potato 
plot is not more likely to make bis wav in the 
Antipodes than a yeoman of the old English 
schoel. But the results of such a calamity as 
we are suffering will extend far out of tbe agri- 
cultural circle. Some thousands of landowners 
will have to do without rent, to reduce their es- 
tablishments, put down carriages and 
horses, turn off undergardeners and la- 
borers, dispose of their London houses, and 
reduce the season to a few weeks in lodgings 
or to still fewer at a hotel. They will, 
perhaps, even less reluctantly, shut up their 
country bouses, and live for a year or two witb- 
out care, ostentation, or even comtort in Con- 
tinental hotels. All this portends the discharge 
of many servants not very well fitted to make 
their way in the world, and loss of profitable 
custom to manytradesmen. Not only some 
kinds of industry, and some sovecial localities 
also, will suffer more than their share in such 
an agricultural collapse as that which is at 
least not improbable. The residential neigh- 
borhood of London and the watering-places— 
that is, all the favored resorts of the wealthy— 
will feel with special force anv general restric- 
tion of resources and curtailment of expendi- 
ture. Religion and philanthropy will be touch- 
ed bv the spreading blight of means; indeed, 
already we read of agreat missionary society 
being obliged to reduce by 5 per cent all its 
Psalaries and grants. This is a gloomy prospect. 
It is not- the usual tone in which the future of 
the country has been discussed of late years. A 
solid and enlightened policy, it was hoped, 
would surmount all difficulties and leave no 
loophole even for capricious fortune or the 
malignant stars. Wheu the principles were un- 
doubted and established, could they be ever 
baftied by the sheer force of circumstances? 
We may live to see whether this be possible. 


LABORING MEN. 


A Comparison of Wages and Prices at 
Three Different Periods. 

A practical and satisfactory way of showing 
the itaproved condition of laboring men is by a 
comparison of wages and prices at different 
periods of time in the New England States. 
The Boston Traveller furnishes some statistics of 
this character that deserve much consideration. 
Three periods are selected: 1860, when prices 
were low, 1872, when the war prices were still 
at their hight, and 1878, when we had again 
touched bottom and found prices correspond- 
ingly lowered. Ten of the most important 
trades are compared, together with the price of 
ten principal items of expenditure of each 
peried. in this way the relations between 
wages and prices are ascertained. Beginning 
with the vear 1800, we ud that the average 
farm-laborer was receiving (with board) $3.40 per 
week, the teamster $5.40, the carpenter $9.92, 
the stone-mason $11.45, the cotton-weaver 
$7.74, the wheelwright $10.64, the machine-op- 
erator (female) $5.34, the mule-spiuner $6.33, 
the machinist $9.64, the compositor $14.83. Se 
much for the wages. Now for the price of food 
in 1860: Good flourwas selling at $7.14 per 
barrel, rice at 74¢ cents per pound, tea at 54, 
cents, sugar at 81g cents, beef at 11 cents, but- 
ter at 21% cents, potatoes at 50 cents per bush- 
el, coal at $6.40 per ton, wood at $6.49 per cord, 
while the rent of a six-room tenement, such aa 
is needed by the average family in tolerable cir- 
cumstances, was $7.54 per month. Passing to 


weather would set things right and put Nature, | 
80 to speak, in her proper course; but, without 
them, this will be a very bad vear. 

Though we have got very little way into the 
causes of things in the science of weather, we 
can still form some forecasts of the crops a 
month or two beforehand. From the very rare 
and occasional notices sent us former years 
having a general resemblance to the present, it 
may be concluded that such comparisons are 
not often made, possibly from the want of ma- 
terials. Pepys and Eveiyn left in their journals 
some notes of a year very similar to this; but 
the recorded phenomena are generally those or 
a striking and picturesque character, such as 
very long and severe frosts, snow lying deep 
for months, excessive heat, and violent tem- 
pests. Yet what is called rainy, overcast weath- 
er is as potent for evil as any of them. There 
eau be little controversy as to the very excep- 
tional weather we have had now since last Sep- 
tember. Winter began in October, and con- 
tinued with increasing severity till the begin- 
ning of May,—that is, for seven months. Short- 
ly there set in rain, which was at first borne 
cheerfully, as an incident of the expected tran- 
sition from cold to heat, which some thought 
would be as excessive as the cola bad been. Bat 
the rain it rained and rained on for evermore, 
and some began to talk of sun spots, cosmical 
change, and even planetary influences. It was 
not even welieved by many or long inter- 
vals of sunshine. Jupiter Pluvius ruled 


except to barren superfluity during his reign. 


ing on tbe heels of summer,—refused to make 
up for the lost time, and as the result there 
never was so backward a season. According to 
a record of the wheat crop kept by a practical 
Yorkshire farmer, quoted in our columns yes- 
terday, the shooting of the ear, which usually 
is to be observed in the middie or the early part 
of June, and in only one instance in twenty-tavo 
years was as late as July 7, or in July at ail, 
was this year not to be detected till July 8, and

72. we notice considerable fluctuation, The 
farm-laborer, formerly content with 63.40 ver 
week, now received. $5.77, an increase ot 70 
oer cent over 1800; the teamster received $10.67, 
an increase of 97 per cent; the carpenter $14.63, 
an increase of 47 per cent; the mason $21.33, an 
increase of 85 per cent; the cotton-weaver 
310.67, an increase of 38 per cent; the wheel- 
wright $17.77, an increase of 66 per cent; the 
machine-operator $10.81, ao increase of 95 per 
cent; the mule-spinner $10.70, an increase of 70 
per cent; the machinist $14.40, an iucrease of 49 
per cent; and the compositor $25.77, an increase 
of 73 percent. Taking the average, we find 
that wages in these ten trades had risen 68 per 
cent. 0 

Did prices rise in like proportion? Flour was 
selling iu 1872 for $12.75 per barrel, an advance 
of 78 per cent onthe price of the same grade 
twelve years before; rice brought 114% cents per 
pound, an advance of 50 per cent; tea, 69 centa, 
an advance of 26 per cent; sugar, 10, cents, an 
advance of 20 ver cent; beef, 19 cents, an ad- 
vance of 72 per cent; butter, 30 cents, an ad- 
vance of 80 per cent; potatoes, $1.02, an ad- 
vance of 72 per cent; coal, $9.45 per ton, an 
advance of 44 per cent: wood, 810.12 . per cord, 
an advance of 56 percent; while the rent of a 
six-room tenement had risen to $16 per mouth. 
an advance of 112 per cent. Taking the average 
of the advance in prices, we find it to be just 60 
per cent. That is, these ten articles of con- 
sumption had risen in apparent value 60 per 
cept above their apparent value in 1860. The 
wages had at the same time risen 68 per cent: 
hence the laborer in 1872. notwithstanding the 
high prices demanded for the necessaries of life, 
was in reality 8 per cent better off than in the 
year 1860, assuming these ten staple articles to 
fairly show the average of the increased cost of 
living. 

Coming down to 1878, when values and so 
forth had reached “‘hard-pan,”’ we find that the 
farm-laborer was receiving $3.73 ber week, an 
advance on the amount paid in 1860 of 11 per 
cent; the teamster got $8, an advance of 50 per 
cent; the carpenter, $11.33, an advance of 14 
per cent; the weaver, $9.71, an advance of 25 
per cent; the mason, $13.37, an advance of 17 
per cent; the wheelwright, $13.70, au advance 
of 30 per cent; the machine overator, $5.92. an 
advance of 7 per cent; the mule-spinuer, $7.41, 
an advance of 16 per cent; the machinist, $13.05, 
an advance of 35 per cent; the compositor, 
$18.28, an advance of 23 per cent. Taking the 
average, we find that wages have risen, since 
1860, 23 per cent. 

As to prices in 1878, flour was selling at $7.96 
per barrel, a rise of 10 per cent over the price in 
1860; rice at 944 cents per pound, a rise of 22 
per cent; tea at 60K cents, a rise of 10 per 
cent; sugar at 837 cents, a rise of 2 per cent; 
beef at 144¢ cents, a rise of 26 per cent; but- 
ter at 25'¢ cents, arise of 14 per cent; pota- 
toes at 97% cents per bushel, a rise of 60 per 
cent; coal at $6.45 per ton, a rise of 1 per cent; 
wood at $6.74 per cord,ariseof 4 per cent; 
while the rent of a six-room tenement was 
$9.43, a rise of B per cent. That is, living 
prices had advanced, compared with 1860, 17 per 
cent, while wages had advanced 23 per cent,— 
leaving in favor of the workingman a balance of 
7 per cent. 

These flgures were taken from the reports of 
the Bureau of Statistics of Labor and from 
Young's work, in which no loose estimation is 
allowed to enter. The conclusion to which the 
statistics bring us is that the laboring man is in 
reality better off to-day than be was in 1550. 
The increase in bis wages is larger than the ia- 


crease of the price of the articles which he is 
. — — — ————— — 
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| obliged to buy. An examination of the Massa- 
chusetts Bureau f Statistics of Labor, in its 
last report, presents returns from 63,515 
employes, or one-fifth of the whole 
number in the State, and the fact is 
deduced that the average weekly wages, on a 
gold basis, was 244-10 per cent bigher in 1878 
than it was in 1860. At the same time retaros 
Were collected shuwing the rise or fall in the 
various items of household expenditure, and it 
was found that the average price was 1444 per 
cent higher in 1878 than in 1860. App the 
problem from whichever side vou please, you 
will find a balance in favor of the laboring man. 
In England a like advance has been made: 
From 1849 to 1859 prices fell 644 per cent, while 
the wages of the cotton-spinner alone rose 25 
per cent. 
cent, and waves again rose 25 percent. The 
case of the cotton-spinner was, however, exceo- 
tional. From 1866 to 1878 the wages of male 
laborers advanced 6.4 per cent; of female labor- 
ers, 18 per cent. During the same period the 
consumption per head of the following articles 
of food, viz.: bacon, wheat and wheat flour, 
swear, and tea, increased 112 ½ per cent, while 
average yearly earnings of the 24,060,000 
laborers in the United Kingdom were £88,—aen 
ample allowance for comfortable living.
